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HISTORY OF 


 Aftreaand Celadon. 


T he Firſt Bocke. 


EERE theancient Towne of Z:ox5,0n that 
fide where the Sunne ſets, there is a Countrey cal- 
*- ted Forreſts,which in the ſmall cixcuicc of un, contei- 
 neth in it, what ſo cuer is moſt rare in all Gasle, for 
being deuided into plaines and mountaines,the one 
and the other are {9 fertile,and fituate in an ayre ſo 
cemperare, that the ground is capable of all that 
which the Husbandman can deſire, About che hart 
| eras of the Country is the. moti beautifull part of the 
plaine, compaſled as with a ftrong wall by mountaines neere enough,and 
watred with the river of Lgyer,that taking his head not far from thence, paſ- 
ſeth almoſtthorow the middeſt, yet neither violent nor muddy, but ſweet. 
andpeaccable. Many other rivers run there in diuers places, waſhingthem 
with their cteoreftreames': bur one of the fayreft is Lignon, which wan» 
dring in his courſe,and doubting of his original,goes creeping thorow this 
plaine among the high mountaynes of Cervieres and of Chalmaſet,as farre as = 


Flens, where Loyer receiving it, and cauſing it loſe his name, carries it 


for tribute to the Oceew. Now on the banks of theſe pleaſant rivers,a man 
may fee alwaics ſtore of ſhepheards, that what for the goodneſle ofche _

what for chefertiliry of the ſoyle and their owne ſweetenature, they live in 
ſo great goudfortan that they take ſmall ON: of fortune. And be 
aſſuredthat.they need not.cnuy the' contentment of the former age, ifloue 
would as well haue ſuffered themeo conſerue their felicity, as the heauens 
weretruly prodigallvato the: but being aſleepin their repoſe,they ſubmit. 
ted themſelues tochis Alatteret,who ſhortly after turned his authority into 
tyranny. Celadin was one of them thar felt it to the quicke, 299098 fas in 
ſuch ſort with the pzrfeCtions of Afﬀres,thar the hatred that was betweene 
their parents,could nor hinder him from loſmg himſelfe wholy in her. And 
it is truegthatif inthe lofſle ofhimlelfe,a man may gaine any thing that may 
contenthim, he may call himſelfe happy , to bee lo luckily.loſt, ro get the 
good will of &frea, whe hauing aſſurance of his loue, would not requite it 
with ingratitude, hut rather with a mutuall affe&ion, with which ſhe enter- 
rayned his Joue and feruice, Sothar if you ſee any change berwgene them 
erwaxds, you are ro thinkethat ghe henuens permitted it, onely to manifeſt 
that there is nothing conſtant, but inconſtancy onely durable in her chan= 
es : For-hauing lived happily enough, rhe lpace ofthree yeeres, when 
they leaſt feared the milchicuous accident that befel them,they found them- 
ſelues caſt by the treaſoris of Semire,incotht profotind miſforcunes of Loue; _ 
ſo that Celadorn deſirous to hide his affection , ro deceiue the importuniry of 
theirparents, who out of an. ancient hatred berweene them, interrupted þ 
what meanes they-could their amorous deſgnes,enforceg frim(elte o rake

- Byfortune one day the amorous ſhepheard hauingerifen.veryearlyco in. 
terraine histhoughts, leauing his ffocks to eſlipaiireTave oft downe 
onthe banke ofthe winding river of Lignon,waiting for the commin g ofthe 
faire ſhepheardeſle, who Rayed not long after him:for being kept wakin g 
with-an ouer-thoughetull ſuſpition,ſhe had yor cloſed her eyes allthe nichc, 
| By thatcime the Sun began togild rhe tops: of ;the - moumraynes of Iſows 
and Marſettyer,the ſhepheard mightpercgiue fromfar,aflock which within 
| awhile he knew to belong to Aftrea: for befides.that Zſelampe,the ſo belo- 
ned dog ofhis ſhepheardeſſe,came. fawning on him as ſoone as it ſaw him 
he noted that the ſheepe which his Miftris made ſo much of had nor that 
morning the ribons of diuers colours which it was wont to wea re on the

deepe diſpleaſure,had notthe leafureto dreſſe it vp after her manner: ſhee

Celadon notmuch 
heeding it, ſuppoſed ſhe ſaw him not, or that ſhe went toſeeke him where 
he was accuſtomed co artend her,hearding his locks with his ſheep-hooke,

Celadon had not beene bewitched with his ownemisfortune,be might eatily 
haue perceived, thatthis adnefle couldnot grow, but from an opinion of the 
change of his loue,al ether difpleaſures being ynable rowork ſalad & pen- 
Gnerhwnghes, But for that s misfortune ynexpetted, is. moſt difficulc robe 
borne, I thinke, fortune purpoſed ſuddainely to aflaulthim, that ſhe.mighe

- Not knowing then the miſ-hap that wasſoneere, afrer he had made 


| choyceof acommodious placefor his ſheepe , neexett fo the flocke of his 


ſhepheardefſe,he came to her to giue her che good morrow, full of content. 
ment that he had met with her: whom ſhe'an{wered borh with countenance 
and (ſpeech ſo coldly, that the winter brings not with it more chilnefle and

froſt, The ſhepheard,that was not wone to ſee her in theſe tearmes, grew - 


much aſtoniſhed art, and though hee did not forecaftthe greatneſle of his 
diſgrace, ſuch ashe found afterwards ; yet the doubt that hea had offonded 
her whom he loued,ſo filled him with ſorrow, that theleaſt part of ir was e- 
nough to take away hislife. Bur.if che ſhepheardeſſe had vouchſafed to 
hearc him, or if her icalous wy had ſuffered her:to confiderzwhat a ſud- 
daine change the coldnefle of her anſwer cauſed in-his countenance, out of 
queſtion, the knowledge of fuch an effe& had made er loſe all her miſtruſt: 
þutit mult not be,that-Ce/adar proouc aPhcenix of good fortune, as he was 


of loue,nor that fortune doe him more fauour then other men, whom ſhee 


neuer leaues loug in.aſſurance of contenement. Having then {layed ſome 
while thus penfue, at. laſt hee came to'himſclfe, and trrning his eye.troward 
ſhepheardefle, he ſaw by hap thatſhee beheld him, bur with a looke fo 
ſad,that icleft no kinde of comfort im his{foule ;/ ſo forgetful had the doubt 
wherein he was, made him.

This ſhepheard at theſe newes was ſo amazed,that 
without longer ſtay he ran tethe ynlucky place with all the ſhepheards, 
lkauing Aſtres and Phillis alone, who afterwards ſet themſelues to follow 
them,bur ſo ſadly,thar though they had much to ſay,yer were theynot able 
to ſpeake, In the meane time the ſhepheards comming to the banke (ide,

ry fine lawne; that gathered vp, ended toward thehand,, where two great 
bracelets of pearle ſeemed to faſtenit, Euery of them had art their {1de a 
quiuer full of arrowes, and bore in her hand a Bow of Tuory , the lower part 
oftheir garment before,turned vp behinde, thattheir gold-wrought buſkins 
were ſcene tothe mid-legge. It ſeemed they came thither for ſome defire; 
for one of them ſpake thus :: Thisis the place, ſee heere the bending of the 
river: behold where it comes with violence from aboue, daſhing againſt 
the other ſhore , which breakes the force of it, and turnes it ſhort another 
way, . Conſider this tuft of trees; without doubr,this is it which was ſhowne 
ynto vs in the glaſſe. Ir is true, ſaid the former, bur there is no appatence of 
all the reſt,and mee thinke it a place ſomewhat roo much'with-drawne, to 
finde that which-we come to fecke, And the third, whichhad not as yet 
ſpoke, There is, ſaid ſhe, apparence caough of that hee told,for as much as it 


: repreſented this place fo fully to you, that I doe not thinke there is.a tree 


here, which.you hauc not ſeene inthe glafſe : with fuch words they: came {0 
neerce.Celadow,that a few leaues onely hid him. And for that yponparticular 
marking of euery thing, they knew that without doubt this was the place 
that was ſhewed them, they agreed ypon deliberation , to ſee if theend 
would proouc as true as the beginning: bur they no ſooner looked downe 


where to fit, bur the principall among them ſpyed Celadon,and becaule ſhe 


thought it to be a ſhepheard: file aſleepe , ſhee thruſt forth her hand euery 
way ,ouer her companions - afcer,without ſpeaking a word,putting her fin- 

er on her mouth,poynted.with her other hand to that which ſhee ſaw a-: |

ſcratched and ſullyed,his eyes halfc ſhut, and the haire(which he wore long)

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cheekes,whoſe live colour was ſo defaced,that « dead man lookes noother- 
wiſe : the mid part of his reynes were ſo raſed, that they ſcemed to be bro. 
ken ,” and that made his belly ſhew more {wolue, though by reaſon of the 
fulaeſle of water,it was bigge enough ofit ſelfe. The Nymphes ſeeing him 
in this plight, tooke pittic of him , and Leonide that ſpake firlt ( as the moſt 
pittifull and carefull) was the firſt that layd hold on the body to draw it on 
ſhoare, when preſently the water which hee had ſwallowed,powred forth in 
ſuch abundance, thatthe Nymph finding him yet warme, was of opinion 


Wards the other thatſtood looking on , but not offering any helpe; And

Bur ir fell out, as inthe end, the abuſe peruerts all order , tha many of 
_ themywhich in their youth had beene bred in the houſe, ſome among the 
commadities of a louing mother; others, nong the allurements of ights 
and ſervices of Louers , -not able to hold our inthe travaile of hunting, 
nor baniſh ourefcheir memories , the honeſt affeRions of thoſe, thar 
ſonctime made ſuite yntothem, would retice to-their owac home, and 
marry: an ſome others , Whomake Goddeſledenyed leaue,, failed in 
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Th. Of Aires. — 'T, 
their promiſes, andin their honeſty; which ſomuch provoked her, thar 
ſhe reſolued to forſake that profane countrey, as ſhe took ir, for this yice, 
which ſhe ſo much abhorred. Bur becauſe (he would nor puniſh the ver. 
ue of ſome, wirh the error of orhers; before the went away, ſhe ignomi. 
niouſly chaſed out, and for eucr baniſhed out of the Countrey 3ll choſe 
which had offended, & madechoyce ofone, to whom ſhe gaue the ſame 
Authority,which ſhe had ouer all the Countrey; and willed, that for eucr 
the race of her ſhould haue all the command, and then permitted them to 


| marry, but with expreſſe prohibition, that the men ſhould neuer ſucceed, 


Since that time there was neuer any abuſe among vs, and the lawes have 
inuiolably beene obſerued, Bur our Druides talke in another manner; 
for they Ang our great Princeſle Galatbee, the daughter of the King 
Celtes , wife of the great Herewles , and mother of Galathee, who gaue 
name to the Gawles,who formerly had beene called Celees, fullof louers 
her husband, followed him, whither his courage and vercue carricd him, 
among the Monlters, and againſt the Gyants. 

 Andby fortune, at that time the mountaines which ſeparated ys from 
Awerne, and thoſe which bend towards the left hand, which they call Ce- 
wene and Gebenne,ſcrued fora place of retrait to ſome Giants, which by 
their force made themſclues terrible to all men. Herewles being aduerti- 


ſed hereof, came;and becauſc he loued very tenderly his deare Galathee, 
heleft her, in this <ouawy which was next neighbour,and whercin ſhe 


tooke gre. | as , Whar for the gamc, whartor the company of the 
daughters of that couatry. And for that ſhe was Queene of all the G ewler, 
when Heremles had vanquiſhed the Giants, and that the neceſſity ofhis 
affaires compelled him to go other where, before their departure ro 
leaue an eternall memory ofthe delight ſhe rooke in this country, ſhe 
made thoſe ordinances,which the Romanes ſay,the Goddeſſe Diane did. 
But were it Galarheeor Diana, ſoit is,that by a ſupernaturall priuiledge 
we haue beene particularly maimained in our Canchiſos » fincethat of x 
many peoples , which l.ke a torrent , were powred out ouer all Gave, 
there was not one that hath diſquieted vs in our repoſe . Euen Alericks 
king oftheF3ſigots , when with Aquitaine he had conquered all the Pro- 
uinces on this ide Loyre, hauing knowne our Ratutes, confirmed our 
priuiledges , and without vſurping any authority oucr ys, kfrvs in our 
ancient franchiſes . It may be you may think ic ſtrange that ealke to 
you ſo particularly af the things, which are beyond the capacity of thoſe 
of my age : but you muſt know, that Pimandey, who was my father, hath 

beene curious to ſearch our the amiquirics of this Countrey, in ſuch ſore, 

that the more vnderſtanding Druides A” to bimordinasily, whil

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happy we were toliuein quietneſle of ſpirit , my father hath often re. 
ey ynto vs his ſtrange fortunes, Know then (Madame) that Alcip. 
pe , having beene bred by his father, in the ſimplicitie of a ſhepheard, had 
a ſpirit ſo differing from his education, that euery thing pleaſed him bet. 
ter then that that ſauoured of the village. Sothat this young Infant, for a 

reſage of what he would come to, and to which when he was in yecres, 
ho addicted himſelfe , had no greater delight , then to make afſemblies of. 
other children like himſclfe, whom he tooke ypon to ſer in order, and to 
arme fome with ſtaues, ſome with bowes and arrows, whom he taught 
rodrawright , the menacesof the ode and wiſe ſhepheards not being 
able todiuert him, 

The ancients of our Hamlets ſeeing his a&ions , fore-told of great 
troubles in theſe countries; and aboue all, that Alcippe would be of atur- 
bulem ſpiric,that would neuer reſt within the limits of a ſhepherd, When 
hecawetothe balfe part ofhis age,by chance he felamorous of the ſhep- 
herdefſc Amariltis,who atthat time-was ſecretly wood of another ſhep- 
heard hisneighbour,called Alte. Andbecauſe Alcippe had ſo good an o- 
pinion of himſelfe, thathe chought that there was nor any ſhepheardeſfle, 
who would not as freely enterraine his affetionathe offereditt, he reſol 
ued to vic no great Arttortellher it: ſothatmeeting her ar the ſacrifice of 
Pan, as ſhe returned home, he ſaid vnto ter, I neuer thought I was of ſo 
ſmall force, that I could not reſiſt the blowes of an enemy, that wounds 
me vaawares. She a epags le coat mounds by mitaking, ſhould nor 
be called anenemy . No, anſwered he , which retbnoton deedes, baton 
wordsonely; but (for my part) I findethar he that oftends, howſocuer 
it be, isan enemy, andchercetore I may well-grue you thatname., To-me

will, and ſo reſolued to ſend her for ſome time to Artemir,the ſiſter of Al- 


cc,who dwelt about the bankes of the river of Aller. When Amarillis 


| knew thedeliberation of her father, as alwaies they end-uour to things 


forbidden; ſhe tooke a reſolution not to goc away, before ſhe had giuen - 
Alcippe aſſurance of her good will: inthis defſigne ſhe wrote-theſe

And ſee how he was ſcene of ſome Lady, and fo ſe- 
cretly beloued ofher, that we could neuer yet know her name, At the 
firſt thar he arriued at Aſarſellis , hee was clothed like a ſhepheard, bur 
handſomly enough, for his father made much of him : and that hemighe 
not commit ſome fooliſh trick, as his manner was,in the Hamlet, he ſee 
ewo or three ſhepheards abouthim, to haue a care of him; principally 


 ene,called Cleerte,a man whoſe humour pleaſed his father well, ſothae 


he loued him,as if he had beene his ſonne. This Cleente had one called

nation to loue Alcippe; Alcippe,who on the ocher ſide, knew his affeQion, 
loued him aboue any other; which was ſo pleaſing to Cleante,that he had 
nothing thathe coulddeny ro my father. This was the cauſe, that after 
ehey had ſomedaics ſeen how the young Knights, who were at the Feaſt, 


' went attired, how they armed themſclues, and fought arthe Barriers, and 


hauing ſhewed his minde to his friend Clindor , they both together be- 
ſought Claente, to giue them meages,, that they might ſhewthemſclues 
among the other Knights. And how, ſaid Cleats to them, haue you the 
courage to <quall your ſclues tothem? And why nor,faid Alcippe ? haue 
I notas much arme and legge asthey? Bur you hauenotlicarned the ci. 
uilicies of the Towne. We hauc noc leamed them, ſaid he, bur they are 
not ſo hard, that they ſhonld put ys out of hope to apprehend them "- 
enough; and me thinks there is not ſuch difference berweene theirs and 
ours, but wemay readily change = You haue not,ſaid he, beene vicd 
to Armes.Wehaue, replied he, courage enough to ſupply that want. And 
how,adioyned Clearte, would you leaue the Countrey life? And what, 
faid Acrppe,hauc the woods to doe with men? and x can men learne 
in conterſing with beaſts?

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I will tell you, that though you be raken for ſhepheards, your birth a1.

Thercforc feare not that you ſhill be welcome among thoſe knights; the' 
princip1l! of which are ofthe ſame blood that you are.

SO d for the moſt part, whom ſhee gaue in charge to loſe no 
opportunity, to giuethe ſhepheard to ynderſtand ofher good will, belee= 
ing that by this meanes, ſhee might, in the end, giue him hope of thac 
which his condition denied. 'And indeed, Leovide deceiued her not; for 
though ſhe weredefirous, Lindamor might me ſatiſfied;yet ſhe that loo 
ked for all her aduancement from Ga/arhee,had no greater deſire then to 
contenther : but loue, which ordinarily makes paſtime with the wiſdome 
of louers, and delights to condudt his effects contrary to their purpoſes, 
made Leonidg, by commerſing with the ſhepheard,, toſtand inmorenced 
of one 40 ſpeake for her,then any other inthe company. Forthe ordinary 
view of this ſhepherd, who wanted nothing that might winne loue, made 
her know, that beauty hath ouer-ſecret intelligences with our ſoule,to 
{uffer it ſofreely to come neere his curves, whe {uſpition of treaſon. 
The ſhepheard ſoone perceiuedit , butthe affeion which hee bare to 
Aſtree, which yet exceedingly raged, wonld not ſuffer him to indure this 
growing loue , with patience. That was the cauſe that hee reſolued co 
take his leauc of Galathes when he began to find himſclfe ſomewhat bet- 
ter.

Alas (ſayd the Nywph) fince therelapſeofhis diſeaſe, I found ir too 


erue, that which you ſay: but what remedy is there? Weare heere alto- 


gcther vnprouided of things neceſſary for him, and to haue them from 


elſe-where, it mylif: lay on ir, I would not doc it, for the feare I haue ic 
would be knowne. Leonide, whom affeion had made more reſolute then 
Suie, fayd : Madame, theſe feares are good , when they touch nor the 
life ofaman; but where it doth, weare not ſo much to conſider or pre- 
uent other inconueniences which may ariſe, If this ſhepheard die,thinke 
you,his death canbe kept vnknowne? Since it:canſorr but topuniſhment, 
you mult beleeue,the very heauens willdiſcouer : bur ler vs take it at the 
worſt, and that it be knowne the ſhepheard be heere, What of that? May 
you not cottr it with the cloke of Compaſſion, whereto Nature iinclines 
vsall?

Whea he heard this meſſage, 
heftood ſo confuſed in his thoughts, that it ſeemed he could not moue. At 
ouercome,& enforced by the acknowledgement of his error, he ſaid, 
Diſcreet Philks,0 proteſt, the heauens arc iult, in gluing me more ſorrow 
then an heart is able ro beare , ſince they cannot cheir pugi 

according to mine offence, hauing beenc the cauſe of the breach ofthe 
faireſt and moſt intire loue that cuer was. But thatthe gods may not

Ar the firſt 
could not obtaine that I deſired of her; but ſome few dayes after, Licidas, 
by my counſell,cameto caſt himlelte on his knees, and ſheranne into an< 
other chamber that ſhe might not ſeehim, and from thence into another, 
flying from Licides,who fill followed her, and was reſalued, as hee ſaid, 
not to let her relt,tillhe had cither pardon or death. In the end,not know- 
ing whither tofly further, ſhe Rayed in acloſet 5 where Licidas entring,

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| euercome this ſhame , when 1 ſhall thinke it is to pleaſe you. 
o_—_— you bluſh (ſaid PhiBbr) fince there is noother ful 4a to 
ongTFit be not (replyed Diexe)yet,at leaſt,it is a reſemblance of a fault; 
and they are ſolike,that oftentimes they are taken one for another. T 
(replied Phillis) which deceine rhemſclues ſo, haue a very ill fight, Iris | 
erue, anſwered Dieve,but ic is our misfortune,that there are more of that 
ſort then ofthe good . You will diſpleaſe vs (interrupted free )if you 
haue that opinion of vs. The loue which beare to you both (anſwered 
Diare ) may aſſure you, that I know nothow to giue bad judgement. For 
it is impoſſible to loue that which we eſtecme not. Moreouer,that which 
uts me to payne, is net the opinion which my friends may haue of mee, 
bu all the world beſides; for that with my friends 1 live alwayes ſo , as 
my a&ion may content them : and by that meanes , _— cannoe be 
very fifSnginthem , bur with others tis impoſſible; ſo chat with

made him ſo cunning and wiſe,that holding on his defigne, hee decciued

Ir is true, 
thatthe crafty Daphnis found it preſently ; becauſe (ſaid ſhee) that Ami- 
der is not ſo louely,that he can draw ſo honeſt a ſhepheard as Filander, to 
vſc ſo carefulla ſearch ; ſo thatix mult needes be for a more worthy ſub- 
ject. : .

iſ my rerurne) ſuffered meto gp a great Way alone. At laft, ſceing I kept 
0 } on my Way [he Rok. away f om hin by little and licele z.that {hee mzght 
NOT - 
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not be heard, and atlaſt ouertooke mez and being ſcarce able to' take 
her breath,ſhe went cryingout a thouſand broken reproches, And when 
ſhe could ſpeake , Vatainedly,ſayes ſhe, if the heautens donor puniſhyou, 
I ſhall belecue they are as vniuſt as you : and, what cruelty is this of yours, 
not to heare himthat complaynes? To what end (layd 1) ſhouldTI hauc 
Rayed longer? Toheare (fayd ſhe) the euill you haue done him, 1? (an- 
ſwered 1) You ictt, in ſaying, that Idoe hurt the man that I thinke not of. 
That's: (replyed ſhe) whereof you labour molt: for if you thought ofcen 
of him ,"it were-mpoſſible bur you ſhould hauepitty, I bluſhed at that 
word , and thechange of colour gaue Daphny to vnderſtand, that theſe 
words offended me.

During this time,to ſhew how hard a thing it isto force nature long, 
though Filidas counterfcited the man as well as \'+:e could, yer was ſhee 
conltrained to feele the paſſions of a woman; for the courage and nierits = 
of Filewder wrought the ſame effeH in her, that he-defired they ſhouldin 
me. But Love, which takes delight to turne the aGtions of the moſt ad- 
uiſed; contrary to their purpoſe, made him giuethe blow:on the ſide he 
leaſt looked for : So behold the poore Filidas , fo farre befides her ſelfe, 
that ſhe could not lue- without Filander, and wooed himwith:fuch appa- 
rent ſhewes,rhathe was aſtoniſhed-at-it; and, but for the deſire he Ul ro 
be neere me, he wouid fever haue endurcd thar faſhion of life. Inthe end, 
when he thought his hayre was long enough to put vnder a coife, hee re-

ſolacd to beare allthis importunities, for the conteatment of her brother;

late, after ſupper wee withdrew apart, whilſt Callire and Filider walked 
vp and downethe chamber : for my part, I knew not their diſcourſe, but _ 
ours grew onely from aſſurances of Loue, which Filaniler vſed to me, out 
of ſo intire affeCtion, that it was caſe to iudge, that if fo often, and in an - 
other habirghe ſayd nothing to me, wee mult not blamehis wane of will, 
bur of boldneſfe onely. And I likewiſe made the ſame ſhewto him : for 
taking himfor a woman, 1 thought my ſelte bound for his pood will ,for 
his merit,and for the kindred/berweene her and Daphxis, From thattime 
Amidor hat formerly had borne mee good will , beganne to chanoe his 
loue, and to loue the fained Callire, for that Filender, who feared leſt his 
abodemight diſpleaſe chat young man, did what hee could to giue him 
contentment. The fitting humour of fmidey , could not permit himto 
recciuetheſe fauours, without becomming amorous : which I thought 
not ſtrange, for that the beauty, the iudgement, andche curiofity of the 
ſhepheard,which in nothing belied the perfeQtions of a mayd,. had giuen 
him ouer-great caulc. 

See what a foole Loue is,and how he paſſeth histime,Filides ! that is a 
mayd,he cauſed to fall in lone with a mayd, and Amwator 2 man; and that 
inſuch paſſion,thar for one particular,that onely ſubic& was ſufficient to 
emertaineys, God knowes it Filander knew howto play the mayd, and 

if Callire counterfeited well her brother, and whether they wanted wiſc- 
dometo Gay oncicher his new Loucr, The coldnefſe that Callire vicd 
| ro 
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o mee, was cauſethat Filida had no ior of ſuſpition; HeGides, thar hi 
hows was aſufficicut hinderanee.. And I muſt confeſſe , that ſeeing _— pag 
Rrongly rodraw towards Fils, Dapheis 8 1 were of opinion that Filten.. 
der had changed his mind ; whereupon [I receiued extreme contentment, 
for the loue I bare his ſiſter. Seuen or cight dayes paſſed in this ſort, no 
one thinking the time too long , becaule euiery one had a particular de- 
figne. But Callire,who feared, her husband might be gricucd arthis Ray, 
ſollicited her brother,to make his purpole knowne ro mee, ſaying, there * . 
wasno likelihood, bur that the familiarity betrweene him and mee, mighe 
haue permitted mee to haue refuſed his ſeruice : but hee aſſaying on all 
fides,had neuer the hardinefle to diſcoucr himtelfe, and to abuſe Gereftar. 
He defired her to goe to her husbandin the habic which ſhe had, aſſuring 
ber, hee would finde out nothing; and to let him know, that by the ade 
uice of Dephnis,ſhec had loft Collars at Filidas houſe, that at more leaſure, 
ſhe migh.treate of the marriage of Awwidory and his Niece. At the firſt 
his fiſter was aſtoniſhed,for her husband was very frovward. Ar laſt,deſi- 
rous to giucall contentment to her brother,ſhee reſolied; and to make 
this excuſe ſeeme more probable , they ſpake with Daphnis about the 
marciage of Amider which ſheloag time miſliked, for many confiderati- 
ons Which the layd before them : but knowing they tooke this courſe to 

et leaue from GerefFan , which otherwiſe they could neuer haue had, 
Taken delighted in their company, acquainted me with it; and we were 
of opinion,that it was needfull ro make ſhew, that this alliance mi oht bee 
eaſily compaſſcd: andon this reſolution, ſhe wrote to Gereftan , counſel. 
ling bim ts let his wifeftay ſomewhile with vs, that our friendſhip mighe 
be a meane,thar this allyance might finde the leſſe difficulty,and that ſhe 
bclecued all things ſhould be well ended. 
-* With thisreſoltacion, Cabire ſo attyred, goes to finde our her husband, 
who being beguiied by the habit,taoke her for her brother,and recciued 
the excuſes forthe ſtay ofhis wife , becing well pleaſed ſhee ſhould ſay 
there for that cauſe. Tudge,faire ſhepheardeſles, ifT might not be decei- 
wed, when her husband could not know her, So it was, that by this, the 
good will he bare me,ſo increaſed, that there was no other meaneto con- 
ccale it, whatſocucr he could do,the conucrfation having that vertue with 
ic,thar it makes that which was laued,to be more beloued,and more ha. 
ted what is found cuill. And acknowledging bis owne weakeneſle , hee 
aduiſcd himſelfe to perſwado me,that though he were a woman, yet hee

Guore,that one of the molt forable occaſions which conftrained her bro. 
ther to goc aWay, Was the ſuite hee made tohim, whereof they could al. 
ledge mee ſo many reaſons, that iealouſic ſuffered my ſelfeto be perſwa- 
ded thatit was ſo, determining with my ſelfe, that there was nothing in 
it that imported me. Hauing then receiued this fiftion, ſhe made no diffi- 


| culry to ſpeak freely to me of her paſſis, but yer like z woman: & becauſe 


ſhe {wore vmto me,that the ſame tceling, and the ſame paſſions that men 
haue for loue,were in her,and chat it was a great ſolace to her,to exprefle 
them often bring alone,and hauing no vnpleaſing behaujour, ſhe would 
kneele before me, and repreſent vnto mee her true affeions ; and cuen 
Dapbnis,who likd well of it, would ſometimes auow it.  Þ 
Twelue or fifteenedayes paſled thus , with ſuch pleaſure to Filendey, 
that as he ſince (wore to me, he neuerſpent more happy dayes,though his 
deſires gaue him extreme impaciencies and that was the cauſe ofthe dai- 
ly increaſe of his affeRien ; and pleaſing himſclte in his thoughts , hee 
would ofcentimes withdraw himſclfe alone,to entertaine them: and be- 
caufe he would not remoue from vs in the tay , many times in the night, 
when he thought eucry body was aſleepe, he went out of his chamber, 
and entred into a garden, where vnder ſome trees he paſſed a great part

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Though Filander ſpake theſs words high enou oh » Yer D aphnis heard 
but ſome ofthem,, by reaſon ſhe was farre oft; but taking it ſomewhat 
remote, ſhe drew toward him without being ſeene,as ſoftly as ſhe could, 
though he were ſo intentiue to his imagination , that had ſhe beene be- 
fore him, he would not haue perceiued it, as he ſince ſwote-to me, Hard- 
ly had ſhe got necre him, but ſhe might heare him fetch a deepe (igh, loud 
enough , and after with alowe voyce ſay : And why will not my fortune 
haue me as fit to ſerue her, as ſhe is worthy to be ſerued? and why may 
not ſhe as well receiue the affeions of them that loue her, as ſhee give - 
them extreme paſhons?

Daphnis heard Filander very attentiucly, and though hc ſpake plaine, 
et Fo: 7 not pt bk he _ abuſed - the Jrkrh. that 


was Cadjre : this was thecauſe, that bending an care more curiouſly, 
ſhe heard him lifting his voyce ſomewhat higher,ſay; But oucr-bold Fe- 
laxder, who ſhall cuer excuſe thy fault? or,what great chaſtiſement ſhall 
equall chine error? - Thou loueſt this ſhepheardeſſe, and ſeeſt not, that 
howmuch her wa commands, fo much her yertue forbids thee : how 
often haue I warned thee, and yet thou wouldeſt not belecue me? Accuſe 
none other of thinecuill, bur chine owne folly .

ſtrangethen you arc aware of, Thar is my griefe (fayd Philander) hauin g 
fromthe beginning knowns, that I enterprife a defſigne almoſt impoſſi- 
ble. For, when my fiter and 1 reſolued to change abir * ſhee takin 4 
rnine, and I hers, I well fore-ſawe, thar all char would be ro mine aduan- 
rage,was,that I might conucrſe more freely with her,for ſome few dayes, 
{ſo diſguiſed) thar he mightnot know re for Filender, How! (imerrup- 
red Daphnic all ſurprized) how, for Flander ? and are not you Calhre ? 
The ſhepheard,, thatrhought fhe had knowne it before , was halfe mad 
to be diſcouered ſo fooliſhly; bur ſceing the faule was paſt, and thathe 
could not call backe the words he had ſpoken , thou tit to ſome pur. 

ofetopreuent her, and ſayd : You may ſce(Daphny) i —_— wins toy 
b forry forme; and to ſay chat I truſt you not, finceſs freely I diſcouer 
vmo youthe ſecret of my life. For,that which Iwill cell you, is of thar 
moment, that as ſoone as any other knowes it, there is namore hope of 
health irs me * bur I will rely, and ſo referre my ſelfe to your hands, thar 


Icamnot lius but by you. Know then (ſhepheardeſfe) chat you ſee before 


ou Fil ender in the habit of tvs ſiſter ; and that loucin me, and compaſ. 
Fon in her,haue b-ene the cauſeof our diſguifing: and after went diſcour- 
ſing vmo herhis excreme affeRion , rhe faugurs he had of Amnidor and Fi- 
ideas, theinuemtion of Cathre to change habit,8 the reſolution to goto 
her husband , attired like a man: Briefly , all that had paſſed in this af- 


fayre , with Tuchdemanftration ofloue, that though, at the beginning, 
Ppbrie wondred at his hardinciſe, and at his filters ; yer fo it was,that _ 
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onder , wien ſhe knew the greatnifſe ofhis affe&ion, ludoins 
= rhe draw him into more — follies. And albeit thar if th

co confeſſe,thar not being puniſhed,[ am then to difſembler; and ibtbe 
alyer and am not puniſhed, youmult confeſie that I am a Louer.

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onely I will adde this conſideration, to the cad you may gr 
nefſe of my affeion; thar if the blow,which cannot bee atoyded, muſt 
be iudped according tothe arme that gaue it,the deaury of Diavs,whoſe 
wound you feele, þcing much lefle then yours , muft haue wroughe lefle 
hurt in you thenyours inme.

Forbcare, knight, forbeare any more to wrong her thar deſerueth rather 
to be adored: and becauſe he would not ſtay, were it for that being ina 
fury, hee heard not his voyce , or being a ftranger , vnderftood nor his 
tingmege , Phitander purcinga one into his Sling , caſt it with ſucha 
force, that hicting him on the head , bur.for the armour Which he wore, 
without doubt, hee had killed him at that blowe , which was ſuch , that 
the Granger ſtoaped agaync 7 but preſently rayſing him ſelfe, and torger- 
ting the aneer which he had againſt me, hee addrefſed himelte ina rage 
towards Phulandey, who was fo nec, that hee could not auoyde the vn-. 
happy 
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happy blowe he gane him in his body, hauingnothingin his hand, bur 
his ſheep-hooke for his defence, Notwithſtanding , ſeeing the ſword of 
his enemy ſo high, his naturall generoſity gaue him thar ſtrength and 
courage , that inſtead of going backe., hee aduanced himſelte forward, 
and ſetting lis ſheep-hooke againſt his breſt , ranne the yron end ot it 
berweene his eyes , ſofarre, that he could not draw it our, which was 
the cauſe , that thus leauing it faſtened , he tooke hold on histhroat, and 
with his bands and teeth finiſhed the ſlaughter. 

But alas, this was a vitory dearcly bought; for as this barbarous 
wretch fell downe dead onthe one fide, Philander (for want of ſtrength) 

' was faine to ler himſelfe fall onthe other ; bur ſo lighting ouer-thwarr, 

the ſword which lay crofle the body, hit inthe poynt _ a ſtone, 

- and the weight ofhis body made it come out of the wound . I that from 
time to time turned my head, to ſee if this cruell monſter had yet ouer- 
taken me , ſawe well where Pbilander ranne, and then an extremefeare 
trooke me. But alas , when I ſawe him wounded ſo dangeroul]y , forget- 
ting all feare, I tayed my ſelfe; but when he fell downe, the fearc of 
deathcould not hold me fromruaning to him, and almoſt as dead as he, 
I caſt my ſelfe on the ground , and called him all be-blubbered by his 
name. He had loft much bloud, and Rill loſt more from both ends of 
the wound, And ſce what force Loue hath: I that could not looke vpon 
| bloud without ſmowning , had then the courage to thruſt my handker- 
cher into the wound, to Reppe the courſe of bloud ; and tearing a 
pow of my veile, I putit intothe other part . This little helpe Rood 
imin ſome ſtead; for, hauing layd his head in my lappe , he opened his 
eyes, and came _— co his ſpeech : And perceiving me all coucred 
With teares, he enforced himſelfe to ſay : Ifeuer I hoped for an end more 
| fauourablethenthis, I pray the heauens (fayre ſhepheardefſe)thatir take 
no'Ppitty on me. 
Iſawe well, that my ſmall merit could not bring me to the happineſle 
defired, and Ifeared, thar at the laſt, deſpayre would conſtrayne me to 
{ome furious manner of reſolution againſt mine owne perſon. The gods 
| that know better what is fit for vs then we candefire , haue well proui- 
ded, thathauing of long time liued but for you, I ſhould likewiſe die 
for you. And iudge what my contentment is ſince Inot onely die for 
you, butwithall, in prelcruing to you the thing which of all the world 
you hold moſt deare, which is your chaſtity . Now miſtrile , ſince there 
remayneth nothing more to my contentment , but onely one poynt, by 
the affeQtion which you haue found 2 Philander , 1 heartily pray you ”y 
Ch: ran 
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-tmee; tothe end thatthis happy ſoule may goe toexpeRyou L 
Ge Elf fieldes , with this ſatisfaction from you, He arm thisin 
broken words, and wich much payne. And Ithat ſawe him in this caſe, 
eo giue himall the contentment he could deſire , anſwered him : -Frien "4 
the gods hauenot rayſed in you ſo goodand honeſt affeRion to extin.- 
wiſh ir ſopreſently , and to leaue vs nothing; but ſorrow : I hope they 
wall giue you yet ſo much life , that I ſhall make you know., that I oiue 
not place to you in loue , no more then you doe to any otherin merit, 
And for proofe of that which Edoe ſay , demaund you that onely-thing 
which you would gladly haue of me , for there is nothin 2 that I can- or 
. Will deny you. 


Attheſe laſt words , he tooke me bythe hand, and laying it to his . 


mouth; IT kifle (fayth he) this hand by way of thankes, for che grace and 


fauour you hau2 done me; and rhen lifting vp his eyes to heauens © God 


(fayd he) I delire of you but ſo-much life,as may ſeruefor the accompliſh- 
ment of the promiſe which Diane comesto make me : and then addreſſing 
his ſpeech to me, with ſach paine, that he could hardly ytrer a word; he 
fayd thus vatome, Now (fayre Miltrifſe) heare then whar icis T require 
of you: Since I feelenot theanguiſh of death; but for you, coniure you, 
by my affection , and by your promiſe , that I may carry this content= 
ment our of the world, that I may ſay, I am your husband; and belecue 
we, if I doeobtayne iz, my foule ſhall mo contentedly goe into what 
Place ſocuer i muſt paſſe , having ſo.great-ateidimony. of your goodwill, 
] {weareto you (fayre ſhephe cher theſe words ſtrucke me ſo to 

the quicke, that I knew not how I-was able to ſuſtayne my ſelfe : and, I 
thinke (for my part) it wasonelythe defire I had to pleaſe him, that. gaue 

methe courage , This-was the cauſe that he had no ſooner ended his de- 
maund; 'burl griping his hand, ſayd , Philarder, T graunt ycuthat you 

demaund of me 3 andI ſweareto you, b<fore all the gods , andparticue 


larly before thedeities which are in this place, that Diaze giues herſelfe | 


zo you ,. and that (he taketh you bothin heart and ſoule for her husband: 
and in ſpeaking thefe words, I kifled him. And I (fayd he) take-you,my 


fayce miſtris, and giue my lelfe ro you for cuer , right happy and content 


tO beare the m5ſt glorious name of Diane, - Alas, this word of Diane was 


the laft word he vetered; for hauing his arme about my necke, and draw. 
ingmetohun, to kiſſe me, he dyed , breathing his laſt yyou my lippes. 
HowLlooked, when 1 beheld himdend, youmay eahly iuJge (fayre 
ih:pheardeſſes)fince I fo traly loued him. I tell grouzling vpon him, with= 
out pullc, and withourſence , andfelLinto alworyning , fo that I came 
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ro my ſelfe withour my owne knowledge, O God ! how liveth my heare 


fince I felethis loſſe, and found that to be roo true, which ſo oftentimes 
he had foretold me; that I ſhould loue him more after his death, then du- 


ring life; for T haue ſo lively preſerued his remembrance in my ſoule,that* 


(me thinketh) I haue him always before mine eyes, and without ceaſfin g 
he ſayth to me, vnleſſe I will be vngratetull, I muſt loue him , $o 1 doe 
(O good ſoule)and with the moſt entire affeCtionthat Ican : and ifwhere 
thou-art, there be any knowledge of that which is done heere below,

The end of the ſix1t Books,

wid Strea, to interrupt the ſad thoughts of Diave , Bur faire | 
2a ſhepheardcſſe, ſaid hee, who was that miſerable wretch 
that was cauſe of ſo great misfortune? Alas, faid Diave, 
f why would you I ſhould cell you? He was an enemy that 
4 2 came not into the world, but to be the cauſe of my euerla- 
ſting teares,But yet, anſwered AfFrea,was it neuer knowne what he was? 
They ſaid,replycd ſhe ſometime after, that he came out of certaine bar- 
barous countries beyond the Straits, .I know not whether I can name 
the right, which they call the pillars of Hercules: and the cauſe that 
brought him (o farre for my miſchiefe,was, that he became amorous of a 
Lady inthoſe countries , who commanded him to ſceke throughout Ex- 
rope,to know whether there were any other as faire as ſhe; _ if he mer 
with any Louer that would maintaine the beauty of his Miſtriſſe, hee was 
bound to fight with him, and to ſend her his head , withthepiQure and 
name of the Lady. Alas! 1 would it had pleaſed the heauens that Thad 
not bene ſo ready to flic when he purſued me ro killme.that by my death 
I might haue preuented that of poore Filander. Ar theſe wordes ſhee ſet 
her ſelfe on weeping wich ſuch abundance of teares, that Phillis, to diverc 
her,changed the diſcourſe, andriſing vp firſt, We haue(ſaid ſhe) ſatelong 
enough,me thinks ic were good to walke awhile, | 

Atthis word they all three roſe , and went toward that part of their 
Hamlet, for it was well neere dinner time. Bur Leowide, who was, as [ 
told you, harkening, loſt not one word of theſe ſhepheardeſſes; aud the 
more ſhe heard of their newes, the more ſhe defired toheare. But when 
ſhee ſaw them goe away without ſpeaking a word of Celadon, ſhee was 
muchwoubled; yet in hope ſhemight (Raying that day with them) diſ- 
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couer ſomewhat;as beforc ſhe purpoſed, When ſhe ſaw them gone 2 lit- 
{1c oft, ſhe roſe our of the buſh, and making a ſhort turne, ſhee ſer to fol- 
low chem, for ſh2 would not haue them thinke,ſhee had ouer-heard them, 
By chance, Phils turning backward,as they were going, efpycd her afar 
off,and ſhewed her to her companions, Wio ſtayed; bur ſeeing ſhe came 
rowards them,to doe her the ducy which her condition merited, they re- 
turned backe and ſaluted her, Leoride, full of courteſic, after ſhe had re- 
turnedthers their ſalucation, addreſſing her ſelfe to Diaze,ſayd, Wiſe Di- 
ane,l will this day be your ghcſt,prouided, that Aftrea and Phillis bee of 
the company : Go I came this morning from my vncle Adamas , witha 
purpoſe to paſſe all this day with you,to know if that which I haue heard 
of your vertue, Diave; of your beauty, Aſtrea; of your merit, Phullis;an- 
{were the report that is divulged of you. Duane (ecing her companions 
referred themſclues to her, anſwered, Great Nymph, it were betterfor 
Vs ,baply, that you had know!cdge of vs onely from report, fince that is 
very fauourable on our fhde; yet fince it pleaſeth you to-doe vs this ho- 
nour,Wwereceiue it, as We arc bound to receiue With reuerence, the gra- 
ces Which the hcauens are pleaſedto doe vs, At theſe laſt wordes rhey 
rooke her to them, and led her to Driane's Hamlet, where ſhe was recciued 
with ſo good countenance,and with ſuch ciuility, that ſhee wondred how 
it was poſhble, that perſons ſo accompliſhed, ſhould bee brought vp a- 
mong the woods and paſtures. After dmner, they ſpent the time in deuices- 
and demands Which Leoride made; and among others ſhe enquired what 
was become aſhepherd named Celedon, who was the ſonne of Mcippe. 
Diane anſwered, that ſome while agoe,he was drowned in Lignow. And 
his brother Licidas,is he married(ſaid ſhe?) Not ycr{ſaid Diene)& I thirk 


in his memory. And by what misforture (ſaid ſhe) did he miſcarry? He 
would haue ſtccoured m Diane) this ſhepheardefſe, who was falne in 
before him ; and then ſhe ſhewed her 4ſrea. The Nymph,who without 
making any ſuch ſhew,tooke heede to Aſtreas ations, ſeeing that on that 
remembrance, ſhe changed hcr.countenance ; and to hidethis bluſhing, 
ſhe held her hand before her eyes, knew that ſhee loued himin good ear-. 
neſt; and rodiſcouer more, held on, And was the body never found ? 
No (ſayd Diaze) onely his hat was found, which was ſtayed at one of 
the trees, which the ſtreame of Water had made bare at the-roote. Philly, 
who knew,that if this diſcourſe held further , it would draw teares from 
the cyes of her companion, who had much adoe to reliraine them;rhat the 
might interrupt it, Buc great Nymph,ſaid ſhe, what good fortune for vs 
| nt | | Was. 
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was that, that brought youto this place? Ar our firſt meeting ( aid Le- 
onide) 1 have cold you it. It was onely to haue the good of knowing you, 
21d to enter league withyou, defirous to haue the pleaſure of your com- 
panye Since chat is it (replyed Phils) if you findeit good, it will be fit 
© OC, 2s vſually wee doe, to our accuſtomed exerciles, and ſo you ſhall 
cake more notice of our faſhis of life; eſpecially, if you will giue vs leaueto 
vic inyour preſence,the liberties of our villages. That is it, faid Leonide, 1 
would haue requeſted of you, for I know,that coftraint is never pleaſing, 
& I comenot hither to diſpleaſe you. In this ſort, Leewide taking Diane by 
the one hand,and Aſftrea with the other, they went forth, and with man 
di{courſings,came to.a wood which runnesalong to the banke of Ligwes, 
and there hauing more moylture, grew thicker, and made the place more 
| like a forreſt, They were (carce ſet, when they heard one ſing neere them, 
and Dtexe was the firlt that knew the voyce : and turning toward Leoni- 
de, Great Nymph (ſayd ſhe) doe you take pleaſure to heare the diſcourſe 
ofayoung ſhepheard, who hathnothing of the village, but the name and 
. thehabit? for hauing beene alwaies brought vp in the great Townes, 
and among ciuill perſons,he hath lefſ= crouch of our woods,then of any 0- 
ther thing. And whois he (anſwered Leonide? ) It is (replyed Diawe)the 
ſhepheard Silnander,who hath made abode among vs bur 25.or 30.mo- 
n:ths. And of what Family (ſaid the Nymph) 1s he? .It is an hard matter 
{added Diaze)to tell you, for himſelfe knowes not who is his father and 
mother,onlyhe hath ſome light coniecture hat they were of the'Forreſts: 
and for this cauſe, when hee could, hee returned hither, withreſolution to 
oe nomore away; and.indeed,our Ligwon would haue great lofſe if hee 
| Hould: for 1 doe not thinke there was a more accompliſhed ſhepheard | 
of longtime. Youpraiſc him too much (anſwered the Nymph)to make = 
me deſirous to (ce him:let vs 8oe to entertainc him. Tfhe perceiue vs here 
(faid Diane)and he chinke you deſire it,he will not faile to come ſoone e- 
 noughto vs. Andir fell aut as ſhe ſayd, for the ſhepheard by fortune wal- 
king abroad, ſeeing them , turned his pace rowardsthem immediately, 
and ſaluted them, Bur becauſe he knew not Leonide, he made as though 
he would hold on his way; when Dive (aid to him, Is itſo, Silwerder, 
that you haue learned this ciuility in the great Townes , to thruſt your 
ſelfe into ſo good comp any,and then to ſay gothing? The ſhepheard an- 
Gwered ſmuline, Since 1 haue offended by iffercupting you, I may the lefſe 
hold on in the fault, and ſo,as I thinke,may my error beleſſer, That is not 
it (anſwered Diane) that makes you part hznce ſo ſoone, but rather , for 
enat you fiade nothing h2ce Warth your tay; yet if you turne your eyes on 


this 
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this Nymph, I 2ſure wy (elfe, thar if you haue cies, you will not thinke 
vou can finde better elſe-where. That which drawes any thing, replyed. 
Situander, mult haue ſome tympathy-with it + bur you may not thinke it 
frange , that being no ſuch betweene ſo great worth andmmy imperfecti.. 
ons,thatT haue nor felr this attraCt which you reproach me for. Your mo- 
deſty (interrupted Leonide ) hath made you put this vnlikeneſle betweene 
vs; butthinke you itis inthe body, or in the ſoule? Forthe body, your 
countenance,and the reſt which we ſee of you deny it; if it be inthe ſoule, 
irſeemes(if you haue it reaſonable )it differs nothing from ours. Slean- 
der knew well he was aot now totalke to ſhepheardeſles, but with a per- 
| ſonofan higher ſtraine, which made him reſolue to anſwer with ſtronger 
reaſons, then he was vſcd to haue among tte ſhepheardeſſes, and chere. 
fore he ſayd thus : The price, faire Nymph, of all things in the world, is 
not yalewed according to that we (ce of them, but accord ing tothe pro- 
ervſcofthem: for otherwite, a man who is the moſt eſteemed, ſhould 
be the leaſt; ſince there is no creature which ſurpaſſerh not him in ſome 
things peculiar: one in ſtregrh; another in (wiftneſſe; another in fight; an- 
other in hearing; & ſuch like priuiledges of the body.But whe we coſider 
that the gods haue made al theſe creaures to ſerue man,and manto ſerue 
God; we mult confeſle that the gods haue thought beſt of him. And by 
this reaſon 1 would tell you, that ro know the price of any ching,we mult 
haue an eye to the ſecuice the gods haue appointed it:for there 1s no like= 
lihood, but that they know belt the true value of exery thing.Now in do- 
ing thus with you and mee, who would nor {ay but the gods are much 
miltakenin vs, if being equall in merit, they ſerue themſelues of you, as 2 
Nymph,and of me,as a(hepheard ? Leonide,in er mind commended the 
oentle = of this ſhepheard, waich ſo well defended fo bad a cauſe: and 
to giue him occaſion to ſpeake on, ſhe ſaid, Though this may bee allow- 
edinreſpetof mere, yer wherefore is ir that theſe hephannletſes cannot 
ſtay you,fince according to your ſpeech, they are to haue tais conformi.- 
ty with you? Wile Nymph, anſwered SYuarnder,the lefler yeclds alwaies 
tothe greater part; where you are,theſe {hepheardeſſ.s mult doe as you | 
doe. And why(added Dzaze)difaainetull ſhepheard,clteeme youſo flen- 
derlyof vs? You ſhould ratherthinke (anſwered Slaander) chat itis for 
the good opinion I have of you.,that I thus ſpeake : for if  chought hardly _ 
of you, Iwould not ſay that you werea part of this great Nymph, ſince 
that thereby I make you no whit her inferiour, but chac {he deſerues to be 
beloued and reſpe&ed for her beauty , for her mecits, and for hec con - 


dition ; and you,for your beaucics and mer its, You mock your ſite = 
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dev (anſivered Diave : ) I would hauc youthinke that T haue ſuſkicienr 
= w7C hs aff<ion of , honeſt ſhepheard. She ſpake thus , for thar 
hee was ſo farre from all Loue, that among them, hee was alwaies called 
the vnſenſible,and the delighted to make him talke. Whereto he anſwe- 
red, Your conceit may be as pleaſeth you, yet Imuſt tell you, thar for cf. 
feting this, you want oneof the principall parts. And what is that, 
ſaid Diane? The will (replycd he: ) for your will is ſo contrary tothis ef.. 
fe&,cthar,ſaid Phillis interrupting him , Silnander would never loue.more. 
The ſhepheard hearing her ſpeake,drew aſide to Aſtrea, ſaying,that they 
ouer-charged him , and that hee was wronged , when ſo many ſer a- 
ainſt him. The wrong(ſaid Diane )is turned onely to me : for this ſhep- 
ſeardeſfe ſeeing me in the hands of ſo ſtrong an enemy, and conceauing 
a ſiniſter iudgement of my courage and force, would haue helped me: Jt 
is not in this (faid he) faire ſhepheardeſle, rhat (he hath offended you; for 
ſhe had bad ſmall judgement, if ſhe choughtnor. your viCttory certaine:but 
it was,for that ſeeing me already vanquiſhed, ſhe would robbeyou of the 
honor,in attempting to giue me a blow at the end of the combare ; but I 
know not what her meaning was : for if you meddle ng further , 1 affure 
you,ſhe ſhall not ſo caſfily ger this glory as ſhe thinkes. Phillir,who ofher 
nature was pleaſant, and who on this day reſolued to pafle away the time . 
for Leowide, anſwered him with a certaine lifting vp of her head : Itis 
good (Siluander) that you haue an opinion, that tovanquiſh you, isa 
thing to bedefired,and honourable for me,I ſay,formee, who will place 
this victory among the leaſt that ever I wanne. You ſhould not ſo much 
vnder-valew it, ſaid the ſhepheard ,fince this ſerues not but to bethe firſt 
that hath conquered me. As much (replyed Phillis) as there is honour to 
bee the firſt in that which is of worth, ſo much ſhamefullis it in the con- 
trary. Ah ſhepheardeſle (interrupted Diexe) ſpeake not fo of Suwander: 
for if all the ſhepheards which are [cſſe then he,fhould bee ynder-valew- 
ed, I know not him that we are toeſteeme, Sec Diane. (anſwered Phillis ) 
the firſt blowes by which you come ouer him!wichout doubr,he is yours. 
It is the cuRome of theſe haggard & wilde ſpirits, to ſuffer emlelns to 
be taken atthe firſt attraR3;and for that they haue not beene acquainted 
with ſuch fauours,theyreceiue them with luch ataſte,that they haue nor 
power torefiſt them. Phillis ſpake theſe words to mock him : yer it fell 
out,that the gracious defence of Diave, madethe ſhepheard thinke, that 
he was bound to-ſerue her by the lawes of courteſie. And after that, that 
opinion,and the perfeCtions of Diexe, had that power ower him, that hee 
conccaucdtivs budgt Loue, that time. and conucriation might cncreaſe, 
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the ſhepheardeſſes,tothe good contentment of Leonide, who wondred 
at their gentle ſpirit. Philles, at aneainy her ſelfe to the ſhepheard,faid, 
But whereto ſeruEſo many wordes ? It it bee true that you are ſuch,lec 
vs cometo the proofe of it , and ſhew me what ſhepheardeſſe makes any 
ſpeciall account of you, She (anſwered the ſhepheard)whom you ſee mo 
make eſpeciallaccount of; You meane (added Phils) that you ſeeke not 
after any: but chat proceeds from want of courage. Much rather ( replyed 
Siluander ) from want of will. And then going onward, And you which 
vnder-valew me ſo mtich , tell ys what ſh:zvheard it is whom youloue {© 
eſpecially> Allthem who haue ſpirit and courage (anſwered Philbz,) For 
Whoſocuer ſces that which is loucly , without louing ir,wanteth ſ>irit or 
courage. That realon (ſayd Sdnander )bindes you then to loue me,or ac. 
cuſe your ſelfe of great want. Bur let vs not ſpeake fo generally: name 
one in particular, whom you loue. Then Phifhr, with a countenance graue 
and ſcucre, I would with a good willchere were boldnes enough to vn- 
dertakeit. That is then (added Si/uander) for want of courage, Rather 
(Faid Phillis) want of will. Wherefore then (cryed out Suender ) would 
ou it ſhould be thought more out of want of will in you, thanin me? 
Would it be well ({ayd che ſhepheardefſe) thatthe actions which do befic 
you, ſhould be permitted me? Would you thinke well ofir, if I ſhould 
- Tunne, play on the Lute, or leape, as you do ? 
Burt our diſputation is too = abour ſo bad a ſubieQ: let Diere 
ſ:t downe the concluſion, and ſee if I be not confident in the iuſtneſſe of 
my cauſe , ſince I take a 006 iudge. I ſhallbe alwayes (anſwered D;- 
axe ) accordingrto the reaſon ofmy knowledge. Well (ſfayd Phillis )when 
words cannot make good thae which they would vphold,is he not bound 
to come to his proofes? Yes without doubt(anſwered Diane.)Condemne 
then this ſhepheard (ſayd Philis) to giue proofe of the merit which hee 
ſayes is inhim,and that onthis occaſion to vndertake to ſerve and loue a 
fry rs of that ſort, that he will enforce her to confeſle that hee 
deſerues to be beloved, that if he'cannor, that hee freely acknowledge 
his little yalour, 
Leenide and the ſhepheardeflles found this propoſition {o r caſo nable, 
t by acommon yoyce it wasenaRed; Not (!ayd Diexe ſmiling) thac 
he be conltrayned to loue her. Fer in Loue, Conſtraint can do nothing, 
 andhsbirth muſt growfrom @ free will, Buti ordayne, that hee ſerue 
and honour her as you ſay, My1 udge,(auſwered Sinander) though you 


bauc condemned mee withour hearin & me; yet WillI not appeale from 
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25 we Will tell you afterwards. This diſputation held fome while among 
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: . but ohely 1 require , that ſhe whom I muſt ſerue , ma 
——— ks ! knowledge my leruice. Silander, Stands, 
fayd Phillis) becauſe your cunning ayles, you ſceke out ſtarting-holes: 
Bur I will put you Lefides all cheſs meanes , by her Whom I will name: 
for it is Diane, in whom there 1s Wanung neyther ſpirit ro know your me« 
rit, nor deſert to giue you will to ſerue her. Formy part (anſwered S. 
wander) 1 acknowledge MOrc then you can ſpeake;prouided that it be no 
profanng ofher beauties, tO ſcrue them for wages. Diaze would haue 
ſpoken, and excuſcd her ſelfe ofthis charge; bur ar th2requelt of Leonid?

Leonide ſmiling vpon Silwander, ſayd to him, that this ſhepheard was 
not one of thoſe deceiuers which diſſembled their imperfections, ſince he 
went ſinging them ſo. Thatis (ſayd Silzander) becauſe he belecues it is 
no fault, and ſoglotiesin it. By this they drew ſo neere , that to ſalute 
them , the Nymph andrhe ſhepheard were forced to breake off their 
ſpeech . And for that Silwendey kept well in his memory the Nymphs de- 
mand, ofthe ſtate of theſe ſhepheards, as ſoone as the firſt words of ciui= 
lity were ended,But Tyrevs (ſayd Silnander) for that was the ſhepheards 
name , ifirbe not vnlcaſonable, tell vs the cauſe thar made you come 
into this countrey of Foreſts, and what ſtaycs you heere ? Then Tyres (et- 
ting his knee to theearth,, and lifting vp his eyes and hands, O infinite 
Goodnes ( ſaid he) that by thy Proutdence gouernes the world, be thou 
 euerprayſed, for that which it hath pleaſed thee to doe to me. And then 
 rayſing vp himſelfe, tothe amazement ofthe Nymph, and all the com- 
pany , he anſwered to Siwander : Gentle ſhepheard, you aske me what 
brought me , and whar holdes me in this Countrey ?

Eall friendſhip , there is none ( ſo farre as I can heareof)) which is 
moreafte&ionate, thenthat which is bredin youth , becauſe cu- 
ſome, which this young age takes hold of, by: liccle and little, groweth 
to be changed into Nature, which ifir be hard to putoff, they know,that 
endeuour to contrary it. I ſay this,to ſerue my ſelfe of ſo.ne kind of ex - 
cule then ( gentle ſhepheard) when you ſce mee conſtrayned to tell you, 
that loue Tyrcis; for this affeion was almolt ſucked in with the milke; 
and ſo my ſaule rayſing it ſelfe with this nouriſhment, receives in her (elfe 
24 her owne )the accidents of that. paſſion; andir ſeemed, euery thing 
rom my birth gaue agreementto it: for wee continued neighbours, the 
friendſhip berweene our fathers, our ages, which were very euen, and the 
gentleneſl: ofche young yeeres of Tyrcis, gaue me but ouer-great COm- 
modity; yet misfortune would , that much about that time C/eon was 
borne inour Hamlet, which (ic may be) had more graces chenl, bur out 
of queſtion, with much more better fortune . For een when this Maide 
beganne to open hereyes, it ſeemed that Tyrcis receiued the flame into 
his heart , ſeeing that inthe very Cradle he tooke pleaſureto behold her. 
Arthat time [ might be abour fixe yeeres, and he ten yeeres old, and 
ſee how the heauens diſpoled of ys without our conſent ! From the hoaure 
I firſt fawe him, I louz:d him; and from thetime he ſawe Cleox , he loued 
her : and thoughour liuzs were ſuch as our yeeres mighc beare, yet were 
they not {o {mall , but there might very well be found the difference be- 
rweene vs. Afterward, as we grew, ſo did our loue likewiſe, and chat co 
ſuch an extraordinary heignt, as (it may be ) tacre Was not any that 
might ſ{urpaſle it, q | 
Inthis youth(you may we Ichinke) I went without any great heed ta- 
king to his aCtios; but growing to More age,l noted in him ſuch a Want of 
good will, that reſolucd to turae another way; ®t elolution which ma- 
ny delights made me conceauc , bur which no true Louer could execute, 
as I prooued long time after. Yet my courage being oli8ic 0 , had ſufh- 
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my {elfe intirely;yct,at leaſt,make ſhew to take ſome kinde of leave. That 
which tooke from me all meanes to doe it, was, that I could not ſee that 
Tircis affeed any other ſhepheardefle; for all char he did to-C/ten, could 
not mooue ſuſpition-thar' it was anything but childiſhneſſe, for that as 
then ſhe could not beaboue nine yceres old : & when ſhe began to grow, 
and that ſhe could feele the trats of Loue, ſhe ſo remooued fromhim, 
that it feerned, that this withdrawing would haue warranted her againſt 
all ſuch-blowes, But Loue, more crafty then ſhee, knew ſo well to come 
neere,andſet before her ſoule,themerits, the affeRion, and the ſeruices of 
T7cis, that atlaſt, ſhee found her ſelfe in the very middeſt, and fo turned 
on all parts,that if ſhe auoyded wounding on the one fide, the ſtroke that 
ſhe reccined on the other, was the greater and more deepe; So that ſhee 
could nor-flicto a berter remedy then diffimulation ; not to auoyde the 
blowes, bur onely to keepe it from the knowledge of herenemy , or any 
other, She might well vſe this diſſemvling, while ir begamne to be but a 
| little ſcratch;but when the ſore became great, then mult ſhee yeelde and 
cOonfeſle her ſelfe ro be vanquiſhed. Thus you ſee Tircis beloued of Cleos, 


and behold him playing with che honeſt ſweetneſle of an amity , though 


atthe beginning he ſcarce knew what his diſcale was, as theſe yerſes wit- 
neſſe, which he made atthattime : |

After Tchr had knowtedge of the good will of happy Cleos, he recei- 
ued it withſogreat contentment, chart his heart beeing mable co hide ir, 
he was forcedto impart it to his eyes; which God knowes, how ſuddain- 
ly changed from tharthey were , gave but roo manifeſt knowledge of 
their ioy.. The difcretion of Cleow-was ſuch, that ſhee gaue no aduantage 
to Tc for his duty :.ſo that icaloufie of her honor perſwaded: her to 
make ſhew of louingme, that they which noted-her ations , might op 
atthoſe which were more euident; and goe nofurther to ſecke out thoſe 
which ſhe 'would conceale. She made choyce of mee rather thenany o- 
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ther, for thatſhe had long beforepercciued that I loued him: and knowe 


ing well,it is hardto be beloued, andnot to love ageine; ſhe rhought thar 
euery body would beleeue,that this friendſhip, not having benelong bee. 
_ ys, might be thought co grow from the good will which 1 bare 
im. 
Hethar had n> deſtone, bur that which Cie allowed; proſertly ende- 
noured to effeAthatwhich ſhee had'commanded him. O: Gad, when 1 
remember the ſweete words which he vcd rome, I cannot (though rhey 
were lyes) containe my ſelfe from enzerraining them; and thanke Louc 
for thoſe happy moments, wherewith he delighted me at thoſe times; and 
Wiſh,fince I cannot be more happy, that I might ar leaſt, bee alwaies ſo 
decemed. And indeed , Tircis found it no great paineto perſwade mee, 
that he loued me:for befites,tharevery onceafly bojcoucstherhing the

ter; for he could not- imagine more then thoſe-wiich his affection made 
him performe.. 
But whenhe ſawe her cad, and that thereremayned nomore then 
p p p _ .

his Miſtris,, whoſe dilcaſe growing woile aud woric, I conottninke 


that this ſhepkeard reſted one moment. £- i... ner continually in his - 


arcs, or elie drefled her ſores. Shec on the other fide, who had al- 
wayes loued him ſo dearely, ackizowledged ſo great Jouenn this laſt aCtio 
on , that her owne was anuch increaſed ; ſo that.one of her grietes wasz 
the danger wherein ſhe ſaw him for her cauſe . He on the contrary fide, 
took ſuch ſatistuRion, thar Fortune (though his enemy) yet had offe- 


ze him this meane, to.giue teſtimoay of his. goodwill, tat he could nos 
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giue her chankes enow. It fell out, thatthe diſcaſc of this ſhephear Jeſſe 
(being incaſe needfull co be launced) there was no Surgeon that would 
Gr feare of danger) hazzard himſelfe rotouchher. Tyreis, whoſe affe. 
Non —— hard , beivg inſtru&ed what he was to doe , tooke 


the launcer, and lifcing vp her arme, launcedit, anddrefſedie without - 


feare. Shortly ( gentle ſhepheard ) all the molt dangerous things and 
moſt noyſome , were ſweet vatohim, and very cafe, So it was,that the 
diſcaſc hourcly cncreaſing , bronghc this Nymph (beloued Clean) rothar 
eſtace, that there remayucd no moreſtrength, buc to ſpeake theſe words: 
I am ſorry that the gods will no longer draw out thethrecd of my life, 
Fe to live longer time; for this defire can neuer make 
me Wiſh it, having had triall ofthe diſcommodities which follow mortals: 
bur onely , thac ( in ſome ſort) I would not dic fo muchobliged to you, 
bur chat I mighthaue time co giue you teſtimony, thac I amnot attainted 
Wich Ingratitude, nor alin, Ic is true, that when I confider whar 
are the obligations which I owe you, I thinke the heauens are rightiuft,to 
take me out ofthe world, fince that if | ſhould live as many ages as I haue 
done dayes, I know not how to ſaisfie the leaſt of that infinitenumber 
which your affeQion hath brought forth. Receiuethenfor all chac which 
I owe you, not an <quall good, but indeed, all that I can, which is an oath 
which I make you , that cucn death ſhall neucr wipe out the memory of 
your louc, nor the defireI haue to make all the acknowledgements that 
atrue louing perſon may yceld tohim, to whom ſhe is bound. Theſe 
words were vttered with much payne , bur the louc ſhe bare the ſhep. 
heard gaue her the ſtr to deliver them, Whereto Tyres anſwered 
(Faire Miſtris) I can hardly thinke I haue bound you,nor thae euer I ſhall, 
becauſe that which 1 hauchithertodone, hath nor ſatisfied my ſelfe ; and 
whereas you ſay, you arc obliged to me, I ſee well, you know not the 
reatnes of the loue of Tyreis, otherwiſe you would not thinke, that ſo 
all a thing was able to pay the tribute of ſo great duty. Belccue mee 
(fayre Cleer ) the fauour you haue done me, ſo Kindely ro receiue the ſcr- 
uices which you ſay I haue done you, charge me with ſo great a burden, 
that a thouſand liues, and a thouſand ſuch occaſions know not how to 
diſcharge me. 

The heauens which haue cauſed me to be borne but for you, will ac- 
cuſe me of miſpriſall, if I live not for you : and if I haue any deſſigne to 
employ one f e moment of this life , other then to your ſeruice. He 

would have held on longer, but the ſhepheardeſſe (ouerladen with her = 
ickencile) interrupted him, Ceaſe, friend, and let me ſpeake, to the end, 
| rnat 
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that the ſmall remaiuder of my life may be employed,in aſſuring you,that 
you may not be better beloued, than youare ofme,. who finding my lelfe 
ready to depart, giue you aneternall farewell , and intreate you for three 
things , alwayes to loue Cleoy; to cauſe mee to be buryed neere my mo- 
thers bones; and to take order , that when you are to pay the duety of 
mortality , your body be layed neere mine, that I mayreſt with this con- 
tenement, that not hauing thepower to be vnited ro youin life , yer ] 
may beſo atleaſt indeath, He anſwered , The gods ſhould be yniuſt, if 
having giuen beginning to ſo good an amity as ours, they ſhould ſunder 
ic ſo ſooge. Ihopethey will yetpreſerue you. or atleaſt, _ Will cake 
me away before you , if they haue any compaſſion of the afflicted: bur if 
they will not, I onely defireof them ſo much life, as-may fatisfic the com- 
mandements which yowmake me, and thenpermit me tofollow you, that 
if thoy curnot of my threed, and my hand be free, aſſure your ſelfe (fayre 
Miſtris) you ſhall not belong without me. Friend (anſwered ſhe) 1 en- 
Anat. beyond this, toliue as long as the gods pleaſe; forin the length 
of yourlife, they ſhall ſhew chemſclues pirrifull varo vs, ſfincethat by this 
meanes I thallmakerclation inthe. E/:fjaw fields of our.perfeQ amity,you 
 maypubliſh ic.tothe living : ard ſothe drad and living menſhallhonous - 
our memory. But friend, I percciue,my diſcaſeenforces me to leaue you; 
farewell,the moſt louely, and the beſt beloued among men. Art.theſc laſt 
words ſhe dyed, leaning her head on the boſome of her ſhepheacd. | 
To tcl. you. the diſpleaſure hee tooke, and the complaynts hee 
made, were butro ſtrike the ſword deeper into the wound; beſides that, 
his gaſhes.are yetſo open, thateuery man ſceingrhem , may well judge 
what the blowes were, O death, cryed Tyrcis,that halt robbed me of the 
berter part of my ſelfe ! cither reſtore me that thou haſt taken, or take 2- 
way the reſt. Andthen,to gite roome to teares and ſighes, which this re= 
membrance pluckt from his heart , he held his peace for a while : when 
Siluander told him, he was to reſolue himfelfe, fince there was no remedy : 
and that for things happencd,, and may no more be, complaints were bur 
Witneſſes of wcakeneſſe, Somuch the rather (ſayd Tyre) find I occaſion 
of complaynt: for if there were any remedy, it were not the part of a man 
aduiſed, or one of courage, tocomplayne; but he may be wellallowed to 
bewaile that, which can find no other aſl wagement. Then Zaovice takin 
agayne herſpeech,continued inthisfort: At laſt this happy ſhepheardeſle 
being dead; and Tyrcirhauingrendred the laſt offices of loue, hee tooke 
order ſhe ſhoukbbe buryed by her mother, bur the ignorance of them to 
whom he paucthe charge, was ſuch, thas they placed her clſc-whege : for 
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as for him, he was ſo aiifted, as he ſtirred not from off his bed, there be. 
ingnothing to preſcruc his life, but the comandementsſhe had giuenhim, 
Some dayes after,cnquiring of thoſe who came to viſit him, in what place 
the body ſo bcloued was layed, hee knew it was not by her mother; 
whereat he concciued tucha diſpleaſure , that comraQting for a great 
ſumme with thoſe that vſed to bury , they promiſed to take her vp, and 
co lay her with her mother, And indeed they went abour it , and hauing 
opened the ground, they tooke her vp berweene three or foure of them; 
but hauing carryed her a little way , the infeQtion was fo great, that they 
were compelled to leaueher inthe mid-way, rclolucd rather to die, then 
to carry her furder, 

Whereof Tyrcs being aduertiſed , after he had made them yer grea- 
ter offers, andſceingthey would not reſpeCtit: And why (ſayd he aloud) 
can{t thou hope, that the loue of gayne-may do more in them, than thine 
inthee? Ah Tyres! this is too great aneffence to thy Loue, Hee ſpake 
chus,and as one tranſported, herunnes to the place where the body was, 
and thoughit had beene three dayes buryed , ang that the ſtinke was ex- 
treme , yet tooke he it betweene his armes,, and carryed it:to her mo- 
ethers grauc, which was by that time covered. And after ſo good adeed, 
 andſo great ateltimony of his affeAtion, withdrawing himſelfe our of 
the Towne, he Rtayed fortynights ſeparated trom all men. Now all:theſe 
things were vnknowne to me, for one ofmy Aunts being ficke of the like 
diſcale(almolt) at that time, we-converſed gor with any : and the ſame 
day that he cane backe,1 returned likewiſe . Hauing vnderltood onely 
of the death of Cleon , I went to himto know the particularities; but 
comming td his chamber doore, Ilayd mine eye to the-key-hole, becauſe 
I came neere, I hcard him hgh: and I was not decciued, for I ſaw him on 
his bed, his eyes lifted co heauen-ward, his hands ioyned together, and 
his face couered with teares. If I were altoniſhed ( gentle ſhepheard)iudge 

ou: for I did not thinke hc had loued her, au came (in part) to delighe 
my ſclte with him. At laſt, afrer I had beheld him ſome while, with a Gigh 
which ſeemed to-parc his ſtomake in picces, Ihcard him bring foacrrh

But 1 am wide (O God) my Cleon «7 not dead, 
Her heart to line mme, farre from ber ſelftk; fled:

O gods ! what became of me when heard him ſpeake thus? my 2- 
mazement was ſuch , that ynawares leaning againſtthedoore , I cncred 
bur halfe in , whereat he turned his head ; and ſeeing me, he made none 
other figne, but holding out his hand ro me, prayed me to fit on the bed 
by him: and then wiping his eyes, forſo he ſhould alwayes need an hand- 
kercher , hee ſpake to mee inthis ſorts Well, Laewice, the poore Clronis 
dead, and we areleft to bewayle her rauiſhment. And becauſe che paine 
I was in, gaue me no power toanſwer , he went onward : Iknow well 
(ſhepheardeſſe) that ſeeing me inthis plight for Clzev, youarc amazed, 
that the fayned loue I bare her ſhould giue me ſo true feeling, Bur alas! 
leauethat crrour, I beſcech you, ſo me thinkes I ſhould commit a grea- 
ter fault againſt Loueif withour cauſe I ſhould hold on that diſſembling, 
whereto my affeRion (tillnow) commaunded me : Know then Leewee, 
chat I haue Joucd Clrow, aud thar all other __ wore butt to cloake _ 
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andif you did euer beare me friendſhip, for Gods ſake, Leexice, condole 
with me this difafter , rhat at once haue layd all my hopes in her coffin. 
And ifyou be in any fort offended, pardon Tyre the errour which hee 
hath committed againſt you,thar he might not be wanting in that which 
was due to Cleon. At theſe words, tranſported with choler, I went aw: 
(fo farce beſides my felfe) that I could hardly finde our my lodging, from 
whence I [tirred not of a long time, But after wee haue crafſed Lou: a 
thouſand rimes,yer mult we ſubmit our ſelues: and therfore, behold me as 
much to Tyrcs as euer I was, Texcuſe in my ſelfe, the treatons which he 
had doneme , and pardon him the wrongs and faynings wherewith hee 
offended me, naming them, in pardoning them, nor diſfemblings nor 
treaſons, but violences of loue. And I wasthe eaflyerdrawie yato this 
ardon, for that Loue, who profeſſeth himſelfe a parcy in this faulc, went 
"ven me with a certaine hope to ſucceed in Clerns place, While I was 
in this thought, behold, one of my filters came ro tell me, that Tyreis was 
loſt, ſo that hz was nomore to be ſcene, and no body knew wherehe 
Was. | e/ | 
This recharge of 5riefe ſarprized me fo forcib'y , thar all chat T could 
do, was ro tel her,thi#t this ſadn:s being ouer-paſſ=d, he would recurne as 
he went, But from chat time I reſglued ro followhim, and that I might 
not be hindered byany, 'I got.cut foſtcretfy , abour the beginning of 
the night, that before day I found my ſelfe farre off. If] were atoniſh:d. 
at the firſt, ſezing my ſeife atone inthe darke , the heauens know it, to 
wanom my complaints were dree&dl; bi Loue; witch ſecretly accom- 
panyed m2, gaue me courage enough-to accompliſh my purpoſe. So $ 
pu;lucd my voyage, folio. ving{wyhour more ado*) the way Which my 
feet met with, for I ktjew not wither Thrcis went, nor niy (clfe neither. 
Sothac I wis a watderer more-chan foure moneths, hearing nonewes of 
him... At haſt, piſiigthe mount Dor, 1 mer wittithis ſhepheardeſſe ({aid 
ſh: poynting to Me /onthz, ) and with her , that Thepheard calied Ther- 
ſander, fitting vnder rhe ſhadow of aRacke, wayting vntilLche mid-d1yes 
heate were abate,” And for that mycuſtome was ro demand nzwes of 
Tvrcis of all I met, 1 addceſſ=gany telfe ro the place where I fawe chm, 
and knew th atmyſtplicard {by che myzrks they had giuen me) Was in 
thok: deſerts; a1d thar lie wentalwayes bewayling Clos, Then Irrold.

So ended Lapnice , and leeini»g (he hadno more to ſay, wiping her 
eyes, ſhe turned them pittifully ro Sdwarder, as asking fauour, in the iu. 
ſice of her cauſe, Then Tyres ſpake in this ſorc : Wiſe ſhepheard, though 
the hiſtory of my misfortunes be ſuch as this ſhepheardeſle hath told 
you, y2t is theſtory of my griefes much morepittifull , wherewith yer 1 
will entcrtayne youno longer , for feare of troubling you and the com- 
pany , onely I will adde tothat which ſhe bath ſayd., that not being a- 
ble to endure her ordinary complaints (by common conſent) we went to 
the Oracle, to know what he would ordayne of vs , and we had ſuch an 
auſwer by che mouth of Aromyne: ?

Ar theſe words he defired 
them all to be willing to it z wheretoeuery one conſented, By fortune, 
that of Hjlas was the firſt; and thar of Phillis thelaſt : Wherear Hylas 
ſmiling, Heretofore (faid hee) whenl was ſeruant to Laevice, I ſhould 
hardly-hauc had the minde to perſwade T#cis to loue her; butnow,that 
] am-for M:donthe, I willingly obey to thac the god commanis. Shep- 
heard (anſwered Eeonide ) you are to vnderſtand bythe way, what { 
rouidence ofthis diuiniry is, ſince to mooue each-oneto change of affe. 
Rion,it hath giuen the charge to inconſtant Hylas, as tohim, that by vic 
well k1owes the meanes: and to continue a faithful love, it hath giuerithe 
erlwaſionto a ſhepheardeſle conſtant inall her ations : and to tudge_. 
ofthem both,ithath choſer-aperſor-that cannot be partiall ;- for Silkey- 
der is neither conſtant, nor inconſtant, fince he neuer loued any. Then Sil. 
wander taking the- word; Sincetherefore youwill, O Tircis, and you Lao- 
#ice,chat 1 be Iadge of your difference,ſweare both of you berweeae my 
hands,that you will inuiolably obſerve it; otherwiſe, it will bee but more 
to diſpleaſe the gods,and for vs to take paineto no purpoſe, Which they 
did,ind then Hylas beganthas::

I would feare (it may be) leſt the want of my capacity, might leſſen in 
ſome ſort, the iultice which-s init : bur ſince ic is before you,geutle ſhep.

Faire Cleon, which vnderſtandelt from heauen, the iniury which 

chey purpoſe to doe thee, in(pir2me with chy Divinity , for ſuch 1 
will eltceme thee, ifthe Vercues may euer make a mortall become diuine; 
and worke fo, that my ignorance may not weaken the reaſons that Tyrcis 
hath, that he (hould neuer loue but he perfeRions. And you(wiſe ſhep- 
heard) that knowes better what I ſhould ſpeake in her defence than I can 
conceiue , ſupply the wants which arcin me, by the abundance of rea- 
{ons whichare in my cauſe; and to beginne,[ will ſay, Hl, that all the 
reaſons which thou haſt alledged to prooue, that beeing beloued, one 
ought to loue, though they bg falſe, yet they are agreed vpoa for good:

none, Ic isrrue (interrupred Hylaes ) what hath he done with it ? He that 
loucrh(anſwered Phillz ) hath giuen his very ſoule to the perſon beloved, 
and the will is bur one power. Bu: (replyed Hylas) this Chon to whom 


you would he ſhould be ſen:,being dead, hath nothing remaining of a 


perſon, and ſo Tircis is to take that againe which was his, Ah! Hylas, 
Hylas, anſwered Philbs)you ſpeake as if [oue were a Nouice: for the do- 
nations Which are made by his authority, are alwaies irrevocable. And 
what (reioyned Hylas) ſhall become of this will fince the death of Chon? 


This lirtlelofſe (faid ſhe ) hath followed that great extreme loſſe which 


he had in lofing her ; for that if pleaſure be theobieR of the will, fince 

now he can haue no more pleaſurz, what hath he todoe with will? and it 

hath followed Cox fo, that if C/zo» be no more, no moreis his will , for 

he neuer had it but for her : bur if Cleon be yet in anyplace, as the Drs 

des teach Y5, this will is in her hands, ſo content tobe in that place, _

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if thee her ſelfe would de K aw ay ) t would not returne to Twcis, as 
knowing well, it ſhould bee vnprofitable, but would goe into her coffin, 
to reſt with the beloued bones. And this being ſo , why accuſe youthe 
fxrhfull Ticis of ingratitude,if it be not ia his power to Joue elſewhere? 
Aud ſee,how you command, not onely a thing impoſhble, bur comrary 
tot felfe : for ifeuery one bee botlnd to. loue that that lones him, why 
will you not that he loue C/:ow, who never fayled in loue to him? And as 
for the recompences which youdemand forthe ſeruices, and for the let- 
ters Which Laevice cartied from one to the other, ler her remember 
the contentment which ſhe receiued;& how many happy daies ſhepaſſed, 
before this deceit, which orherwiſe ſhe ſhou!d haue ſpec miferably:ler her 
ballance her ſervices with chat payment, & T aſſure myſelte, ſhee ſhall bee 
found their debtor. Thou ſaiſt, Hyla;,that Tireis hath beguiled her. This 
ts no bepuiling, bur a.iv{t puniſhment of Loue, that hath made her blowes 
fall on her oven: ſelfe,Fnce her purpoſe was not to ferue, burto deludethe 
wiſe Clronzthat if ſhe have eanfe to eSplaine of any thin o, it is,that of two 
deceyvers, ſhe hath beene the leſle crafty. Sce, Slnander, how briefly [ 
haue thought fit ro anſwer the falſe reaſons of this ſhepheard, ard there 
remaines nothing but to make Laon'ce confeſſe,that ſhe hath done wrong 
to purſoethis injuſtice; which I will eahly doe, if ir pleaſe her co anſwer 
ſme. Falfe ſhepheardefle, ſaid Phiſls,rell me, doe you loue Tiois well? 
Shepheardeſfe,replyed ſhe,no man that knowes me, doubred cuer of it. 
If it were of conſtraint. (replyed Phillis) that he were to goc farre off, 
and ther ſome other 'came m the meane time to woo you, would you 
change this lone?” No{ſayd ſhe) for I ſhould alwayes hope hee would 
comle backe, - And,reiommed Philbs, If gou knew he would neuer returne, 
would you ceafe Foving tim? No certainely (anſwered ſh:.) O faire Lao- 
mee! (cominted Phiſtis ) thinks it not then ſt-1nge, that Tyres, who 
kriowes, ini his Cleo for her merits is Lfced vo inzo heauan, who kna- 
weth; hit froth abctte ſhee ſees all his aHons, and toyes inhis fidetity, 
will nor change the loue Ne bare her, nor ſuffer that the diftance of place 
ſhould ſepaiate their aTe&tions , fince all the diſcommodities of life have 
no more to do? Thinketror: ( as Hylas hath fayd ) that never any came 
backe ouer the floud of Acheron. Many, who haue beene beloued of the 
p£6ds hive gonean] rewinedsand/whom ſhall w= rather rhinke tharifaire 
Con, whoſe bitth hath boca beheld by the Deſtinies with ſo ſweer and 
fauomrable aneye, that fie neuer Joucd any thing , whereof ſhe gayned 
Not the lou? Oo Laoree,-iFit werepermitted your eyes to fee the Diutnt- 
tie, you might hchold this Chon,-who (withour doubt) is at this houre, 
| | | bh 
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in this place to defend her cauſe, and is at mineCare toproinptthe words 
that 1 muſt ſpeake, Then you would judge that ZHylar hath = wrong, 
co fay,chat Tyreisloues but cold cinders. Me thinks I ſeeherinthe mid 
of vs clothed withimmorrality, in ſtead of a frayle body,and ſubicRre all 
accidents; which reproches Hylz for the blaiphemies which he hath vſed 
ag ainſt her. And what wilt-chou anſwer, Hylas, it the happy Cleo lay ro 
thee; Thou (incouſtant) wouldlt trayne vp my Tyrcis in thy vnfaithful. 
neſſe : ifhe haue heer-tofore loued me, thinkelt thou it was my body ? if 
thou ſayſt, Yes:I anſwer, He ought to be condemned ( fince no lower is 
eucrto withdraw himſelfe from a loue beguane) to loue the aſhes which 
I haue left him in my coffin, ſo long as they endure.

He principall poym of the cauſes debated before vs, is, to know if

fidered, we ordayne, That Tyres alwayes loue his Cleoy, and that of the 
two loues which may bein ys, the one ſhall follow the body of Cleen to 
the tombe,and the other the ſpuritinto heauen. Inlike ſort, it is ordered, 
Thar ſuites of Leewice be forbidden , that (hee no lon ger diſquier the re- 
poſc of Chew; forſuch is the will of the gods that ſpeaks inme. 


Hauing Gyd thus, without regarding the complaynts and reproches - 
which he "Iv jv in Leaenice and Hylat, hee-made a great reverence to | 
Leenidg, and the reſt ofthe company, and ſo went away without other 
companion than Phillis, who would ſtay no longer to heare the ſorrowes 
ofthis ſhepheardefſe . And becauſe it was late, Leowide withdrew into 
the Hamlet of Dies, for that night; and the ſhepheards and ſhephcar- 
defſes, as they were accuſtomed (except Laonice) whointinitely offcn- 
ded with Silaexder and Phillis, {warenot to goe out ofthat Countrey,be- 
fore ſhe had done them ſome notable diſpleaſure ; ir ſeemed that For- 
eune brought her asiſhee could haue wiſhed, -For, having lefc that com- 
pany, and wn in the thickeſt of the wood , to mourne at liber- 
ty, atthelaft,, her goed 'yigie ſer before her eyes the inſupportable con- 
tempt of Tyreis, how much ynworthy he was to be beloued ofher , and 
madeher {o aſhamed ofher fault, that/a thouſand times ſhe ſware to hate 
him, aud for his cauſe, Siluaxder and Philbs. ; 

I tell out while theſe things thus paſſed inher memory, that Licid es, 
which ſome _ before es. ome, evill ſatisfied with Phils, by rea- 
ſon of ſome coeldnefle,, which he thoughthe found in her., percciued Sil 
xarder to come talking with her, It was true,that the ſhepheardefle vied 
more coldnefle towards him, or rather, want of heate, then ſhe had done 
| before ſhe frequented the company of Diexe, for that this new friend. 
ſhip, and the pleaſure that Affres, Dieze, and ſhe tooke togetherglo poſe 
ſcfled her, that ſheno more heeded thoſe ſmall wanton trickes , where 
with the affeQion of Licudes was nouriſhed, and hee which knew well, 
that a 19ue cannot build yp ir (elfe, but withche ruine of the former, was 
of opinion, that that which made her more luke-warme towards him, 
and leſle carcfull to emtertayne him, was ſome new amity, Which turned 
her aide. And not being able to know who was the ſuhiet, hee went 
zll alone gnawing ypon his thoughts , and withdrew into the moſt coucrr 
places, that he mightcomplayne to himlelfe with mo liberty , and by 
Gg - 
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miſ-hap; when he was minded to returne, he fawe-(asT told you) Silnen- 
der and . Phils come along * x fight that brougt.thim no ſmall ſaſpicion. 
For knowing the worth of the ſhepheard and of the ſhepheardefſe, he ea- 
fily ſuppoſed that Siſender , haning neuer yer loued any , was now giuen 
to her,and that ſhe following the humor of thoſe of her Sex,had willingl 
enongh receiued the donation. All cheſe conſiderations gaue him muc 
ſuſpition, but much rather, when paſſing by him, without ſeeing him, he 
heard , or he thought h: heard the words of loue; and that may well be, 
by reaſon of the ſentence which SdYxander came from o{Uuing. 

' But to put him out of all pacience, ir fell our, chat hefningebicin to 
paſſe by., he went fromthe placehe wasin; and thathe might notfol- 
low th:m , hetookethe my had cortie : and fortune would , that 
he wen to fit downe,neere the place where Laoice was, not ſeeing her. 
Where, after he had ſome while rayled out of his difpleafure , tranſpor.- _ 
ted with ouer-much griefe, hee crycd out aloude : O'Loue! is tt poſſible 
thou ſhoulilt ſuffer ſo grear an imultice without puſhing it ? Ts.it pol. 
fible , that in thy kingdome, wrongs and feruices are cqually recompen- 
ccd? Andthen holding his peace tor a while, ac laft, his eyes lifted vp to 
heauen, and his armies acroſſe, letting himſelfe goe backeward, he be- 
ganne agaynethas: For condufion, it pleaſeth rhee,Loue, that I muſt 
giue witnefſe , that there is no conſtancy in any wornan ; and that Phullis, 
for being of thac Sex(though furniſhed with all other perieCtions) is ſub=- 
ie&roche ſame fawes of naturall inconſtaney': I ay, that Phules , whoſe 
love heretofore hath beene more afluredco me'than mine owne will. Bur 
why; Oy ſhepheardefie! am-nor. 1 theſam.: Liovdas, whoſe affe tion 
thou ha made (hewronouiſhfo-much? That wiiich you baucat otber 
times iudged commendable: mme, 'is it {ſo much changed, that you take 
more delight ian vnknowne Siluunder , a vagabond, aman, whom the 
whole earth contemues , and will not profeſſe him for hers? Laemee, who 
heard this ſhepheard, and Phellir and Sdnevder named , deſtrous tro'know 
more, begame to giue hereare 1+goodearneft , and fo fitly for her, that 
ſhe learned before ſhe went from thence, all chat ſhe could defire of the. 
molt ſecrex-thoughts of Phils; and thereon raking occafion toanger her 
or Siluextey , refolved to ferthis ſhepheard yerfurder into this opinion, 
afluring her ſelfc, that if he loued Lirides, ſhe would make him'icalous; 
andif ix were Sduander , fhee would publiſtithe love ; ſo rhar-euery one 
mph known, | ED. 

Andas foone as this (hepheard was gone, (for bis cuiltwould not ſuf- 
for him4o Baylong ina place) ſhe alſo went fromtheuce ;and ſertg for- 
ward

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ard after him, came very neere him, talking with Corilar, whom he liad 
hn in the way , and ſeemingtodenautnd of them newes of the defolate 
ſhepheard, chey anſwered, they knew nonefuch. Ic is a ſhephcard (fayd 
ſhe to them) chat goes lamenting a dead ſhepheardeſfe, and who(as they 
tell me) is almoſt, euer ſince dinner, inthe company of the ſhepheardeſlc 
Phillis, and of her ſeruane, And,who is that (anfwerd preſently Licidas? ) 
I kaow not(cominued che ſhepheardeflc: )if | knewto tell his name righe, 
I chinke hee is called Silander, or Siluander, a ſhepheard ofa reaſonable 
hanſomneſſe of viſage , ſomewhar long , and of an humour pleaſing e- 
nough , when he liſt. Who told you (an {wered Licidas) that hee was 
her Gruant > The ations of them both (anſwered ſhe: ) for I hauepaſ.- 
ſed by ſuch ſtraies;an4 I rememberyet vpon what feet they go.Bur tel me 
if you know any news of him I ſeek; for night drawes on, and I know not 
w—_— to finde him. Lecides could not anſwer her, he was ſo ſurprized: 
but Corilas cold her , that ſhe muſt follow that path , and as ſoone as ſhee 
was out ofthis wood, ſhe ſhould ſe a great palture, where doubtleſſe the 
might learne ſoine newes; forit was there that euecry night they mer to. 
gether, before they drew homeward; andthat for feare leſt ſhe might 
wander, he would beare her company, if ſhe pleaſed . She that was wil- 
ling to diſſcmble yer more (fayning uot ro know the way ) receiued with 
great courtelie the offer he made-her, and giuing the good night to Lyei-

 PhilBs,chat was of a pleaſant diſpoſition , and would well diſcharge: 
her ſelfe of the experiment whereto the had beene enioyned , turning to 
Diane Miſtrifſe,ſaid ſhe, will you hereafter giue any creditto the words 
of this ſhepheard? Yeſterday he loucd you not ar all : now hee is dead,ar 
leaſt, for loue, Since he would ſay ſo much; he ought to begin 1n a ber= 
ter houre toſerue you, or pauſe ſomewhile before he proffer ſuch words. 
Suluander was ſo neere, that he might heare Phyllis, that made him cry ouc 
a farre off, O miſtrifſe, ſhut your cares againſt the euill words of mine c- 
nemy. And then being come at them, Ah,naugh:y Phllir,faid he, is it fo, 
that by the ruine ofmy contentment, you ſecke to build your owne? You 
doe well (anfwered ) Phils to talke of your comencment; have not you 
with others, this perfeCtion ofthe moſt part of ſhepheards, w9 our of a 
yanity, ſay, they are infinitcly content, and fanoured of theirmiltrifle,, . 
though comcrarily they bee har:!ly vied> talke you of conrearment ? 
You,Sunandey, haue yauthe boldnefle co vic theſe words,in the preſence 
euen of Diene? whar will you ſay in orher places, when you tnaue the law- 
cineſle toralke ſo before her ? She had gone on, bur that the ſhepheardy 
akeer be had falueed the Nymph, and the ſhephcardelles, incerrupcedber 
watt Oy ee "— Guns - thus:.: 
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thus: You would have my miſtriſle miſlike thar I ſhould ſpeake of the 
contentment which I haue in her ſeruice: and why will you not hauc me 
fay ſo,ifix be true? Isit erue (anſwered Phdllis?) lee what yanity this is! 
will you ſay yet that ſhe loues you, and that ſhe cannot liue without you? 
I may not fay (replyed the ſhepheard) that iris ſo; butT may well ſay, I 
wiſh it were ſo: bur you ſeeme to thiake ito ſtrange , that I fay I haue 
contentment in the {eruice which I render my miſtris, that I am copelled 
to aske you if you haue not ? Ac leaſt(ſaid ſhe)if I haue, I doe not brag of 
it. Itis ingratitude ( replycd the ſh-phzacd ) to receiue good from any, 
without thanks : and how is 1t poſſible we can loue that perſon to whom 
we are vathankfull? By that ( interrupced Leomide ) I iudge that Phyllis 
loues not Diane. There are few that giue nocthe ſaine iudgement (an- 
{wered Sunender) and I belceuc ſhe thinks (o her ſelfe. If as, x69 reaſons 
good enough, you may perſwade me, replyed Phwtis, If rhere want no- 
thing but reaſon to proue it (laid Stnder) I haveno mare to doe : for 
whether I prouc a thing ordeny ir , it cannot make ic other theniris ; ſo 
that ſince I want but reaſons to prooue pour mall Joue , what haue Ito 
doe to-conuince you? That thar 1s to bedoae, that you loue not Diane, 
belongs to you to pcooue. Philhis here ſaid a litcle troubled to anſwer: and 
Aﬀſtrea (aid to her, It ſeemes, filter, you approue that which the ſhepheard 
faith. I doe not approue it (anſivered ſhe:) bur I am much troubled to 
diſprouc ic, If it be fo (added Diane) you loue me not at all : for fince 
Stnandey hath found the reaſons which you demand , and againſt which 
you cannot refiſt,you muſt confeſſe,that that which he ſaith, is true. 

Ar this word che ſhephcard came to Diaxe, and laid, Faire, and iuſt 
miſtciſle, is ir poſſible that chis enemy ſhepheardefſe hath yet the hardi- 
neſſe,not to ſuffer me to fay,thart the ſeruice which [ yecld to you, brings 
me contentment, when chis cannor be for the anſwer which you make {0 
much to mine aduantage? In ſaying(anſwered Aſtrea) chat Phullis loues 
her not,ſhe doth not ſay therefore, you do louc her, or that ſhe loues you, 
IfI could heare theſe words, anſwered he, | loue you, or you loue me , Out 
of my miſtrifles mouth, it ſhould not be a contentment, bur a tranſport, 
that rauiſhcth me from my ſclfe, for ouer-great ſatisfaRion:and yet if hee 
thatholdshis peace, ſeeme to conſent to . he heares , Wy may not 

. ſay,my faire miſtriſle confeſſes that I loue her, fiace, wichout contradicie 
onſhe heares what I ſay? If Loue (replyed Phillis) confilt inwords, you 
would haue more then all other men together; for I doe nor thinke they 
Will euer faile you,as bad a cauſe as you haue. 

Leonide tooke wonderfull pleaſure at the diſcourſe of theſe hephone- 
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Lib.8. Of dfrea 
defles; ind, had it not beene forthe payne wherein ſhe was for the diſ- 
eaſe of Celadan, ſhe would haue tartied mary dayes with them: for albeir 
"ſhe knew he was out of his feuer , yet ſhe could not but feare hisrelapſe, 
That was the cauſe ſhe defired them totake with her the way of Laignew 
tothe river, forthat ſhemighe the longer enioy their company. They a- 
greed willingly z for befides courtefie ſocommaunded them, they were 
exceedmgly pleaſed with her company. So then, taking Diane on the one 
ſide, and Fffres on the other , ſhee went toward the Buttrefle, Bur Se 
wander was deceiued, who (by chance) was gone furder from Dieve than 
was Phillis, ſothat the tooke that place that he defired. Whereat Phil. 
lis, being very glorious, went mocking the ſhepheard, ſaying; that his 
Miſtris mighc eaſily iudge, that hee was too ſlaurhfull to ſerue her, Shee 
may grant fomuch (anſwered he) to your importunity , but not to your 
affe tion... For, if youloued her , would not haue left mxe the place 
you.had. Thatſhould rather be a figne of the contrary (ſayd Phils) if I 
(uffer another to-come neerer than my ſelfe: for if the party that loues,de- 
fires almoſt to be transformed intothe thing beloued , hee approacherh 
neereſt, and {o attaynes the perfcRion of his defires, The louer (anſwe- 


| red Sriwander ) that hath more regard to his owne comenrment than of 


the perſon beloued , deſerues not that title at alt, So that you which re- 
gard more the pleaſure whiah youtake, in being neexe your Miltris, thag 
you do her commodity , may not ſay you loue her, but your lclfe onely : 
For, if I were in the placeyouare, I would helpe her to goe, and youdo 
bur lec her.

would preſently returne into the Hamlet, where ſhedetermined to con- 
uerſe vnder the ſhaddow of theſe ſhepheardceſles. 

Thus you fee what was the voyage of Leonide, who ſawe the birthof 
ewo great loucs, that of Sdwender , vnder a fayned wager , as wee haue 
ſayd, and that of Paris, as wee Will ipeake of, to Diame. For fiuce that 
day he grew ſo amorous, that to be more familiar withthem, he forſooke 
thelife he vſed, and attired himſelfe as a ſhepheard, and would ſo be cal- 
led amongthem, that ſo hee mightmakehimſelfe more pleaſing to his 
Miſtcis; who, for her part, honoured him according to his merit, and as 
his goodwillobliged her. But for that, in the courſe of our diſcourſe, wee = 
are to ſpeake after of it, we willſay no more at this time. Then, return- 
ingto their Hamlets , as they drewneere the great meddow , where the 
moſt part of the flockes fed ordinarily , they might ſce-come from farre, 
Tircis, Hylas and Licidar, whereof the two firſt ſeemed todiſportin good 
earneſt; for the geſture of his armes , and the reſt of the bodice of Hylas 
ſhewed as much : as-for Licides,he was by himſelfc,his hat pull'd dowae, 
and his hands behind him; he went looking on his fect, ſhewing well hee 
hadſomethine in his ſoule that much troubled him : and when they were 
ſo necre that they might know them, and that Hylas perceiued Phillis a- 
mong the ſhepheardeſſes ; and for that fince the former day hee beganne 
toloue her , leauing Tircis, he came to her, and withour laluting thereſt 
ofthe company, tooke her vader the arme, and in his accuſtomed humor 
(without other ſhew of words ) told her thedeſire hee had to ſerue her. 
Phillis, who beganne to know him, and was contented to paſſe the time, 
faid;I know not ( Hyl«) whence this wilſprings, for there is nothing in

You talke of contempt and deſpite; and there isnothing that ſooner

That i n{ne - 
heard)that hathno part of the extreme of the meane or defe,as fayth» 
fulnefle. For,he that is but alictle faithfull, is-not fairhkfull at all; and he 

that is, is in the extreme, that is to ſay, there can be none greater than 0- 
ther in faythfulneſſe ; ſo ir is of valiancy, and ſo it is of loue : for hee thar 
canmeafwic it, Or that can unagine any other greater than his owne, loues 

not : So you ſee, Hylas ; that when youcommaund to louc ina meane, 

you ſex downe athing impoffible ; and whenyoudocſo, you doclike 

wnto the melancholiquefooles, that thinke they know all Sciences, and 
 yetkaow noching, when you haue an opinion you loue, bur indeed you

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Bur be irſo,that one may oue alittle: and knowyounot , thar Loue 
hath no other harueſt bur loue, and all that it ſowerh, is but only+o reape 
that fruir?

Who hath 
loſt his fight , bur they thax are thorowly touched, they which do loue 
in earneſt, and know what are the dueties , and whar-the ſacrifices

made many thinke, that I knew more chen my age would allowof. And 
that was the cauſe,, that when I was come to 18. or 19. yeeres, I found 
my ſclte engaged ro feruc her.

And 
ro the end you may not complaine of me , [ bid you farewell, and gine you leans

- By fortune, when ſhee received this Letter , ſhewas in very good 
eompany ; and Stilliens her ſelfe was there, whichſo much miſliked this 
a&tion , that there was none in allchar troope that blamed mce more. 
Which Carlic ynderſtanding, I pray you,fayd ſhe to her, binde me for c- 
uer,and make him an anſwer, For my part (ſayd Stulliene) I ſhalbe a good 
Secretary; and then taking paper and inke in the prelence of all the reſt, 
wrote thus to me in the name of Carle.

y ſelfe : for I ſtoode like a man bereaved of his wits , letting the Letter 
onthe ground; and after, being .come to my ſelfe, 1 pulled dowue 
my hat ouer mine cares, caſt mine eyes dowae on the earth, crofled mine 
armecs ouer my breft, and a great pace, without ſpeaking, began to walke 
abourthechamber . Hermente (tood immoueablein the middeſt, not 
ſo much as caſting his eyes towards me. We ſtayed ſome time in this

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red her ,thatthat which made mee difcouer my ſelfe to her, was but to 
deſire her freely to make vie ofme, My ſonne (anſwered ſhee) I donot

I know not, Hylas,ſaid ſhe, what cauſe you haue 
to hold your peace,nor what you may haueto ſpeake; and lefſe, what 
words or filences you meane. Ah, faire ſhepheardeſle (ſaydI) the affe- 
Rion which conſumes me with a ſecret fire, giues mce ſuchoccaſion to 
 ſhewmy hurt, that hardly can I hold my peace; and on the other fide, 
that affe tion makes me feare ſo to offend her whom Iloue,in dechring ir

Shee 
without being moued, anſwered me very coldly, Hytas, accuſe not thac 
which is in me,for your owne follies:for I know well to remedy it,ſo that 
you ſhall haue no cauſe: as forthe reſt, ſince the loue which my mother 
beares yeu,nor the condition wherein I am,cannot turne you from your 


bad intent ,belecue that,that which duty cannot worke in you, it ſhall in 
me;and that I will auoide all manner occaſions for you, to continue thac 
you ſhall know I am ſuch as I ought to be,you ſee how coldly I ſpeaketo 
ouzit is not for that I feele nor ſencibly enough your 4" rg 
hop to let you know,that paſſion tranſports merior, bur that reaſon only 
makes me ſpeake thus, that if I ſee that this meane will nothing preuaile 
to alter your defline,l will after run to ſome more extreme.

her hand before her cyes, and afterwards began to run,as ifſhee had allu- 
red meetorunafter her. Ar thefirſt, I was foamazed with the blow, 
made as Mough] heeded is not:but when ſhe came back the ſecond time, 
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IG onrunning after her: and ſhe, after ſhe had ſomewhar run about her 
ornany + from them;and when ſhe was alitle from them, faining 
to bee out of breath, lay downe behind a thicke buſh, I char ar firſt ran

contentment in finding this, cleered me of all griefe. Irhen Fefooke Ay

reer,that ſhe was to be no lefſe commended for her yertue:otherwiſe 
{ſo fad arid full of melancholy,that ſhe moued pitty fromall the company, 
And becauſe hauc alwayes had much I onthe afflicted, I had 
it infinitely ouerthis,8 endeuored to comfort her the beſt I could:wher. 
at Fleriante was not contented , what countenance ſoeuer ſhe ſer on ir, 
nor Aimee neither : for conceiue(gentle Paris )that mo a Woman diſ- 
ſemble, yet ſhee cannot chooſe but feele the loſle of a louer; for that it 
ſcemeth to be a wrong to her beauty; and beauty being the thing that 
this Sexe moſt cſtecmes, is the moſt ſenſible part inher, Yet Ithat with 
my compaſſion beganne to mingle alittle loue, not ſeeming to looke on 
choſe rwo wenches , Theld oncalke with her; and .among other things, 
to the end our diſcourſe might not faylc, and to haue the greater know.

So it 
was , that rom chat day he gaue himſcite ro me ſo, that hee never made - 
ſhew of contradiQting it. He was young and gooJty : for his wealch he 
had much more than I mighc hope for ; for the reft , his{pirit ſolike that 
which appeared outwardly in his body , and there was a perfeRt agree- 
mnt, His ſuite laſted fo.me yeeres, and I cannot ſay, that in allthat ume, 
he either did,orthought any thing wherewith he acquarmed me nor, and 
asked my aduices..

This extremeſubmiſſion ſolong contizued, made meemoſi certaine 

of his louc;and his merits, which then had not alittle bound mee to loue 
him, haue ſimce thatctime wonne me in ſuch a faſhion, that I mayſay with 
truth, there was nothing in the woeld. better beloued,then Refider was of 
Cloris,vinh whichbechought himſclte ſo ſtrongly ryed rome that he en- 
creaſed his afteRion, if it could haue beene increaſed. We lued ſo,more 
then a yecre,with all the delight that ſo perfeQ a lone might b:ing totwo 
Loucrs. | 

At laſt,the heauzns ſeemed willingto make vs intircly.comemed, & ſuf- 
fercd;thatal the difficultics which impeached our mariage were remouecd. 
Behold vs-nowas happy as mortals might be | for wee were led into the 
Temple,the voyce of Hywen, Hymene,loundiag on all fides. Yo be ſhorc, 
bring recurred toour lodging, nothing might bze heard, bur inſtruments

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Jud heard,ifI weretroubled: forT thought ! was worſe hurt 
NV 6: wo ſy and ſaw my husband beſmeared with the blood of 
him whom he ſ{lew,as alſo of a wound which he had on his ſhoulder. Bur 
hen this firſt fray was in part paſſed,and by that the wound was dreſſed, 
and he - 2, rom the Iuſtice came to ſeize on him,and carried him awa 
with ſuch violence , that they would not ſuffer mce to bid him farewell: 
but my affeAion more _ then their defence, mademe way ar laſt ro 
him; and caſting my ſclfe on his necke , claſped ſo faſt about, that ic was 
as muchas they could doe to put me off.

ſed himſclfe,and came to me one eucning, and paſſed all the night with 
me. God knowes what my conteatment Was , but yet my feare was as 
great : for Iknew that they which purſued him, vnderſtanding the lous 
which was betweene vs,did all they could to ſurprizehim; and ir fell our 
as Ialyaics feared : for at laſt he was found , and brought into Lyoxs, 
where preſently I followed him, and _— purpoſe for him, for thar 
the Iudges whom at all houres I ſollicited, rooke ſuch pitty on me , that 
they ſhewed him fauour : and fo, notwithſtanding all che purſuit ofthe 
aduerſaries, hee was ſer atliberty.

And becauſe they ſtayed there a great liver- 
ty,[hada defigne, without any ſpecch of ito gocein likewiſe, fayning ro 
be a wench,wheair ſhould be darke : buf knowing that the Druides 
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were themſelues at the gate, when it waxed darke,! purpoled to hide my 
{. ife ſome good while before, And indeede , beeing got intoa corner 
little frequented,and moſtdark,[ tarried theretill niue or ten ofthe clock 
i1thenight. Thethe TeEple was ſhut vp,and there were no more men bur 


_ my ſelfe, vnleſſe there were ſome that were as curious asI: and by that 


ryne the Hymnes had long continued, I came outof my lurking place, 
And becau'e the Tem5lz: was great, and there was no light but thar 
which the capers lighted on the Altar, might giue allabows, I cafily ſet my 


_ felfe::mong the weaches', without their knowkdge: andas I was ſears 


chrig with mine eyes for that part where Aymee might bee, I fav a little 


candle brought ro a young wench, who rifing vp, went. with ittothe AL - 


tar,and afcer C11 ſome ceremonies:ſhe beganne to fing certaine couplers, 
ro which at the end all the. company anſwered, I know not whether it 
were for that the light was dimme ( for ſometimes.they will helpe ther.

On this reſolution , as ſoone as the lighe 
beganto appeare, they ſer themſclues on the way; and when they were 
come to the foote of the little hill, hanving no more then one plaine to 
bring them to the Palace of /ſowy,the Nymph atche requelt of her yacle, 
began her ſpeech in this ſor: : 


_ TheHiſtoryof Galatbee and Lindewor., 


Y father(for ſo ſhe called him) bee not moued, I beſeechyou,ro 
heare that which I hauc to ſay to you, and when you haue occaſi- 
on,remember that the ſameloue cauſed this, which at ſome other time 
hath driuen youto the like or more ſtrange accidents. T durſt not ſpeake 
ro youof it,if I had not a commiſſion ,namely,if I had not bene comman.. 
ded:but Galathee, whom this buſineſſe concernes,is willing, ſince ſhee 
hath choſen you as the PhiGcion for this ſickneſle, that you ſhould know 
both the breeding,and the proceeding;yet hath ſhe enioyned me to draw 
ſame words from you, that you will neuer ſpeake of it. The Druide, 
which well knew what reſpe&t hee was to beare to his Lady(for ſo hee e- 
ſeemed her) anſwered that hee had wiſedomeenoughto conceale that, 
which he knew might concerne Galerdee;& that therein the promiſe was 
more then needed. V pou this afſurance(continued Leowide)] will attempc 
ce tel you, what you areto know. Itis now a long time, fince Polemaer be-

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to be in loue with Galathee : to tell you how it grew,were ynprofi-. 
ua it was, thatheloued her, ſo that in earneſt one might call him a- 
morous. This affeCion paſſed ono far, that Galathee her ſelfe could not 
be ignorant of it, ſomuchir wanted,that in particular, ſhee made it diucrs 
times appeare,thar his ſernice was not diſpleafing to her, which tied him 
fo faſt,that notbing fince could euer withhold him; and without doubt, 
Galathee bad ſome good occaſion to fauour Polemas,forhe was a man thae 
merited muchefor his race, you know hee is of the ancientftocke of Sxri- 
en,that in nobility giues not place to thar of Galathee: as forhis perſon, 
heis very loucly,hauing both a face and faſhion able to win loue + aboue 
all hee hath great knowledge,yetaſhamed of it before the wiſeſt,Buc why 

oI about totell you theſe things ? Your father knows them better then 
L. So it was, that theſe good conditions made him ſo commendable,thar 
Galathee vouchſafcd to fauour him more then any other in the court 
of Amafis : yet it was with that diſcretion, tharno man notedit. Now 
Polemas having the wind ſo fauorable., lued with that contenement to 
himſelfe, as a man founded vpon hopes might. Bur this inconſtant Loue, 
orracher this inconſtant Fortune, which —_— n change, as in her 
nouriſhment, was Willing that Polemas, as well as the reſt of the world, 
ſhould feele what the ſtripes are, that come from herhand : youmay re- 
member thar it is ſomewhile ſince Amaſis permitted Clilamas to beftow 
ys on his ſcruants : fromthis occaſion, as from a ſwarme, haue ifſued:ſs 
many loues, that beſides that the court was peſicred with them, all the 
country feeles them, 

Now among others, by chance Lindamor vas giuen to Galathee hee 
hath much worth,yet ſhe receiued him fo coldly, as the ceremony of that 
feaſt would ſoffer. Bur he that before,itmay bee, had ſome ſuch incenti- 
on,which be durſt not make fhew of, Beyond the bounds of his dilcreti- 
on,Was wcll pleaſed, thar this ſubic& preſemed it ſelfe ſo luckily, ro vn. 
lock thoſe deffines, whichioue had made him conceale, and co gie bireh, 
ynder the vaile of that fiftiongto moſt true paſſions. If Polemas felt the 
beginning ofthis new loue, the progrefle of ir wastrobleſome to him, for 
that the —pn—_ was couered with the fhaddow of conrtefie, and the 
example of all the other Nymphs; ſothar:chongh Galather entertained 
him with thar appxrancy of delight, yerin reaſon that might not offend 
him,becauſe ſhee was tied to it by the law , which was common ; but 
when this ſaice continued , and morethen that, when paſling the limits 
of courtefic, he ſaw thac it was in good earneſt, then hee felt the effects 
whichicloulic workesinghs ſoule chat truly loues, Galahee, for hor pare 
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little thought, or at leaſt belceued not, it was ſo far gone, but the occaſi.. 
ons,as threeds ſowed together, draw the one to the other, carried him ſo 
far,that Polemas may be in ſome ſort excuſed, if he would ſuffer himſelfe 
to be wounded with ſo ſharpe a blade; and if teloufie could do more then 
the aſſurance which his ſeruices might giue him. Lindaemor was gentle, 
& there was nothing which you conld wiſtvin a perſon welborn, wherc= 
wich he was not furniſhed ; courteous among the Ladies, braue among 
the warciours, full of valour, and courage, as any that hath becne in our 
_ court theſe many yeeres. He was about 25. yeeresof age, without fee- 
ling the effe&ts which loue ts vied to worke in barts of that age, nor for 
that our of nature he could not ſerue Ladies, or that hee wanted courage 
to hazard any ons; but becauſe he was alwaycs buſted in exerciſes, which 
drive out idlenefſe, he had not giuen leaſure to his affeCtions to fixe their 
roots in his ſoule, for from the time he was able to bearearmes, thruſt for. 
ward wich that. generous inftinct;, that carries noble courages tothe 
moſt dangerous enterpriſe, he ler paſſe no occaſion of warre wherein be 
ue not witneſfe of whar he was. Afterward being returned to ſee Cli- 
£74" toperiorm duty to himto who he ned the ſame time he 
oauchimlclfe rorwo,to Cliaamar, as to his Lord, and.to.Galathee, 28 to 
his Eady,and to them both withour recciuing diſgrace, | £7 
-  Butthecourtefic of young Clidamar, and the merits of Galathee had

Ande ſpecially, the laſt day of 
the Bacchanals, when theyoung Ci madea Tourney,to maintaie 
the beauiy of Silaie, Guywantes and Lindamor dill as much as men might, 
bur among all, Lindazor got that grace and happineſle, that if Galathee 
had not iudged it, yet louc had giuen ſentence againſt Pelemas, 

The Nymph,thatthen beganne to hauceyes as wellfor other men, 
as till then ſhee had for none but Polemaes , could not containe from ſpea- 
king much to the good of Lindemor,And ſee how Louc mocks and ſports 
avith the wiſedom? of Loucrs | That which with ſuchcare and craft Po- 
temas went about , ſeeking to aduance himſelfe aboue Lindamor., hurts 
himſelfe themore , and makes hin almoſt his inferiour : for every one 
comparing their ations together , found ſuch difference,that it had bin 
becter "ns, om either not to haue aſſiſted him, or to haue bin declared his 
enemy at once. It was that yery cuening that Lindemor thruſt forward by 
his good Angell,(I thinke,for my part,there be good dayes, and vnhappy

I canbetterinfiruyou ; For he is well ſtodied 5 2nd amongvs we hold 
him for a man of orear wenderſtanding « Koefayes hee learned ir fromche 
Druydes, th when the great God formed all our ſoules, hee touched e- 
,uery of rhenivjah a picee/offa Loue-ſtone, and thar —_— 
pieces into »plteeapart ;/v1d likemiſe thoſe of dic wordetyhtier hee had 
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rouched them, be locked them into another ſtore-houſe by ir ſelfe. Ae, 
whenhee ſem the ſoules into the body , hee brought foorth thoſe of wo. 
men, whereare the loue-ftones, which touched thoſe of the men, and 
thoſeofmentorhoſe of women, and cauſed them to faften cachto o. 
ther. If there be wicked fouls, they take more pieces, which they hide. 
It happens , that as ſoone as the ſoule is in the body , and that it meeteth 
with itthar is his loue-ſtone,, ir is impoſſible bur hee ſhould loue : and 


from henceproceedall the cfteRs of loue, For, as for them that are belo- 


ucd of many , it is for that they were thecuiſh,, and had taken more pie- 


ces; as for that which loues cuery one, and is not beloued, ir is for that 
he had his loue-ſtone,and ſhe had not hers. - 
. Many oppoſitions were made,when he ſpake theſe things: but hee an- 
ſwered them all very well.

Morcotter, he ſaid, that hence 
it comes , that we [ce often ſome in loue with others, which in our eyes, 
hauenothing amiable in them : whence proccedelikewiſe,thoſe ſtrange 
loues thar fall our ſometimes, that a Gawle bred vp among the moſt beau. 
tifull Ladyes, came-toloue a barbaraus ſtranger. It was Diawe that as- 
ked him what he ſayd of Tywon of Athens, chat neuter loued any, nor any 
loued him? His piece FHid he, either was in the great gods Store. 
houſe when he came into the world ;' orſhe which had it,dyedin thecra- 
dle ; or before that Tywon was borne, or of yeeres to know her. So that 
euer ſince, when we ſee any that is nor beloued, wee ſay, his piece of Loue 
was forgotten. And what ſayd he ({aid Silwve) ofthar,thatno man loued 
Tymon? That ſometimes ( anſwered Celadon) the great god reckoned 
the ltones that remained, and finding che numberdiſagrecing , becauſe 
ſome of the theeuiſh ſoules bad takenmore {as I haue told you) that hee 
might ſer the pieces intheit euen number, the ſoutes which were then 
ready to enter into the body ,' carried none withthem, And thence ic 
comes,that ſometimes we ſec ſhepheardeſles compleate enough , which 
are ſo negleQted, that none loue them. But the gracious Corilas asked him

T is impoſſible for me longer to endure the wrong, which your ſtrange faſhion 
of Imeing brings to vs both, I deny not but you hae be to me of 
nr fortune : But] ſay withall, that a wiſe man knowes hy to entcy what is 
permitted him, without the nmpatation of becommung a foole. What a frenzy 
is this that keepes you from ſeeing that, whilg you publiſh to the reſt of the world, 
that you dye for lone of me, you conſtraine me to thinke , that tracly you nexer lo- 
wed me? For f you loned me , wonld you diſpleaſe me > And,doe you not know, 
that death rannot he more grienons to me then the knowledge you haue given to

{ 1A Fer Ligdamen had taken leaue of you, hee went with Lindamey; 
{” Kaccompanicd with ſo many goodly defignes, that hee promiſed 
himlelfe no letle then to winne by this voyage that which his ſeruices 
could not by his preſence, reſoluing to doe ſo many famous ate, - 
that whether the name of valiant, which his victories gaue him, mighe 
be pleaſing vnto you, or well dying, he might leate you to ſorrow. 
- With this deſigne he came into the Army of Xerone,a Prince filled 
with all perfeions which are neceſlzry to a Conqueror, and arriued 
fo luckily, that the battaile was aſſigned the ſeventh day after, fo thar 
all the young Knights had no other greater care, then to vilite their 
Armes,and to put their Horſes into good plight. But it Is not of them 
that I amtoſpeake : Therefore letting patle all vnder lilence which 
touches not Ligdamer, I will tell you, that the day afligned for this 
reat fight being come, the two Armies came out of their Campe,and 
had ſight the one of the other, ſerting themſclues in battaile array 
here a ſquadron of Horſemen, there a battalion of Footmen ; here 
the Drums, there the Trumpets: on the one ſide, the neighing of Hore 
{cs, on the other,the voice of Souldiers rayſed ſuch a noylſe, tirat one 
might well fay,that Be/lora thedreadfiill was rowling in this Playne, 
end that ſhehad brought forth whatſoeuer was molt horrible in her 
Gorgon., For my part, I (who was neuer in the like occalion) was fo 
.deaffed with that I heard, and ſo dazled with the brightneile of the 
armour, that indeede I knew not where I was z yet my reſolution 
' was, not to leaue my Maſter: ferthe bringing me vp from my child- 
Food, me thought bound me to it, and not to goe farre from him in 
this occaſion, where nothing was preſented to oureyes, but with the 
enfignes of death, But this was nothing ts the ſirange confuſion, 
when ll theſe ſquadrons and all theſe battailons met together, when 
the ligne of battaile was piuen : for the Horſemen ſet on the enemy, 
and the Infanterie likewiſe, with {o great a royſewhich the Men, Ar- 
mour,and Horſes made, that one could not heare it thunder. 

After there had patled many clouds of arrowes, I can.or tell. you 
tve how I feund my ſelfe with iy Maſter in the middeſt of the ene- 
mes, that I could ror but admire the great gaſhes of Legdamons 
Sword : and without fayning,faire Nymwph,I ſaw him doe ſuch mer-

By this time the- former Squadron grew viftorious, and our men 
began to order themſclues to ſet on the ſecond; when theencmic,to- 


| makeyp one entire pyſh, cauſed all his forces that remayned,to march 
forward, that he might with that ſpced infeſt them, before erone 


fhould be able-to ſuccour them in time. And indeed,if he had had to 
doc with a Captaine letle experienced then him, I thinke his purpoſe 
had taken effeR, But this great Souldier tudging the deſpayrc of the 
Aduerfary , at the fame time divided three new Squadrons, two to 
the two Wings, and the third in the tayle of the former, {o ficly, thar 


they ſultayned a grex pare ofthe firſt ſhocke z yet wee who were ad- 
oun 


uanced forwardelt, our ſelues much oucr.layd with great num- 


bers, But I will got now trouble yau with a particulardeſcription of 
this dayes worke, and I know not how to bring it about. So it was, 
that then the two bodies of the footmen, being encountred, thac of 
CIHerome had the better, and as much as we gayned of ground of chem 
on horſeback, ſo much loſt the Infantericof the enemie. At the ſhock 
which we recciued, there were many of qurs borne to the ground, be- 
ſides thoſe whom the arrowes of the Infanteris, fromthe beginning oft 
the battaile,had vnhorſed: forat the meeting, the enemy cauſing ſome 
Archers to ſhoot off, made vs draw through the Wings ſo miny Ar- 


rowes, thatour horſemen not daring to leaue their ran kes, had much 


adoe to beare them, before Mcrone had ſent ſome of his to skirmiſh 
with ther, And among thoſe that at the ſecond brunt were put to, 
the worſe, Chidaman was one, for his hotſe fell downe dead, by three, 
wounds of three arrowes, Ligdamen,that had alwayes his eyes on him, 
{uddenly,ſccinghim on the carth, ſpurred his horle,in excreme furic, 
and did ſuch decdes of armes, that he made a Round of dead bodics 
2bour Clidaman,who in the mcanc time had leyſure to free himſcite . 
from his horſe. The furic of th2 encmie, which by this fall of C44 
man was renewed in that place, had ac lai trode him-vnder the horſes - 
feet, bue for.the helpe and valour of my Maſter, wii alghang: {ct. 
him en his owne horſe, ſtaying on foor 1o wounded and fo charged 
with the cnemie,that hecovld not-mount ON the hor that E brought - 
him. Arthis inſtant, our men were forced to giue acke, 3s 2x, © 
cheir weakenetle,as I thinke by che i auincible arme of my Maſter zand 
the miſchicfe. was ſo great for vs, that WE found our {clues in the mid(t 


of ſo many encmics, that there was no More hope of fafety:Yet would |

never Ligdewon yeeld himſclfe, though hee were ſo wetmded arid fo 
wearied as may be imagined; yet was there Hone fo hardy,fecing whar 


aſhes hee gave with his arme, that durlt Iay hold on kim, Ac laſt, 
-with all the furic of cheir horſe five or {ix came to ſtrike him, and fo 


"ſuddenly, that having beſtowed his' Sword in the belly of the firſt 
"horſe, it brake neerethe hilt, and the horſe ſtrucken to the heart, fell 


downe ypon him, I ranneto helpe him vp;but tenne or ewelue that 


. caſt themſclues on him, hindered me 2: and fo both of vs halfe dead, 


were rayſed vp. 

And this accident was yet more vnfortunate,in that,thet almoſtat 
the ſame time our men rccouercd the ground they had loſt, by the 
ſuccours which Childerick brought from the rereward, and after went 
on gayning the ficld,vncill it was wholly gotten at cuening, and the 


_ lodgings of the encmie burnt, and therſelues for the molt part ta- 


ken or {laine, 'As for vs,we were carricd to their principall Towne, 
called Roan: whither my Maſter was no ſooner come,but many came 
toviſic him ; ſume of them calling themſclues his kinſmen , and 0+ 
thers, his friends, though hee knew them not. For my part, I knew 
not what to ſay, nor he to thinke, when he ſaw thoſe ſtrangers make 
fo much of him : | but we were more aſtonied, when an honourable 
Lady, well followed, carne tovilit him, ſaying,that he was herſonne, 
with ſuch demonſtration of amitic, that Ligdewon wos like one beſides 
himſelfez and mnclr more,when ſhe ſaid co him 3; O Learas,my child, 
with what contentment and fearc doe I ſee thee here ? forl thanke 


* God, that at the end of my dayes I ſee thee fo much eſteemed of by 


the report of them that haue takerr thee: but alas, what is my feare,to 


{ce thee in this cruell Towne, lince thy enemy Aronte is dead of the 


wounds which he had of thee, and that thou haſt beene condemned 


to death-by the Lords, of Iuſtice? formy part, Iknow no other re- 
ba cloſe till thou beeſt hea- 


medic, but to ranſome thee preſently, and 
ted, that being able ro mount on horſebacke, thou mayeſt bee gone 
with the Franks, If Ligdamon were aftonicd at this diſcourſe, you 
may iudpe, and then'knew well ſhe tooke him for another. Buthee 
.cculd notanſwer her,becauſe at the'ſame inſtant he which had raken 
him, entred-into the Chamber with two Officers of the Towne, to 
take the names-and qualitie of the priſoners, for there were many of 
their men taken, wh they would exchange them, The poore Lady 
was ſurprized, fearing they came to carry him to priſon, and hearing

"09 - mic as dead on the eurth, he had che Teyfure ro-faue himiclfe from tHe 
fo hands of Tuftice ; which, after that Arowre was dead, purſued him fo, 
that though he were abſent, yet they condemned him to death. Ligae- 
wvor was ſo wounded, that he dreamt not of theſe things : I,that force 
Aw the cuill that mighe befall him, alwaycs preiſed his mother to re- 
deeme him; which ſhe did, but not fo ſecretly, but that che enemies 
of Lidsar were advertiſed of it: fothat at their requeſt, the fame day 
the good Lady having payed the ranſome; and carrying him to her 
houfe, thoſe Officers *fuflice came yponthem, an 'made him take 
the way to priſon; whatſocucr Ligdewoy could fay ; deceiued like o- 
thers,by the reſemblance of Lidiaz. So behold him in as great danger 
292 man might be, chat had not offended. But this was nothing to 
the next dayes worke z when hee was queſtioned of points whereof 
he was ſo ignorant, thathe knew not what to ſay: Noewithilandings 

forbore'nor'to ratifie the formet Fudgement, and gaue him no 


2 fiiether terme;then to the healing of his wounds. 
[2 The brait preſently ran 
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damar,whom I gave tovnderftand of this accideni:whereat they were 
much aftonicd, thinking it almoſt impoſlible, that ewo men ſhould 
be fo alike, that there might be no difference. Ana to remedy it, they 
ſent ſpeedily two Heralds of Aries, to let the enemies know the cr- 
ror wherein they were : but this ſerued bur to perſwade them the 
morezand co make them haſten the execution of cheir Iudgement, 
The wounds of L:gdamen were almolt healed ſo that ro give him 
no longer titae, they pronounced the Sentence , That attainted of 
Murder and Rebellion, luſtice had ordayned chat hee ſhould dye 
by the Lyons, appoinced to ſuch an cxecution : yer becauſe hee was 
nobly borne,and their countrey man, they did him the gracezto ſuffer 
him to carry his Sword and Dagger, as bcing rhe Armesof a Knight, 
wherewith if he had the courage, he might defend himſelfe,or at leal(t 
Tay generouſly ro reuenge his death. And at this time in their 
Councell they made an anſwer toCMerove, That fo they would cha. 
ſtiſe all cheircountreymen that were traytors to their Countrey, Be- 
hold the poorc Ligdemon in extreme danger: yet that courage which 
yet never. bended but vnder love, ſecing there was no other remedy, 
reſolued to looke to his owne ſafctie the belt he could. And beeauſc 
Liadias was one of the better Families among the Normans, almoſt all 
the people aſſembled ro ſee this SpeRtacle. And when hee ſaw they 
were ready to put him into this horrible cloſe field, all that hce re- 
queſted, was, that hee might fight with the Lyons one by one, The 
people hearing fo iuft a demaund, agreed to it by their acclamations 
and clapping of hands , what difficulties ſocuer the contrary part 
propounded. So that behold him thruſt alone into the Cage:and the 
Lyons -on the other ſide the barres ſeeing this new prey, roared fo 
fearcfully,thac there was none of che ftanders by that trembled not. 
Without more, Ligdamon ſeemed confident among ſo many dan- 
gers, and hauing an eye on che firſt Gate that was to open, leſt hee 
—_— be ſurprized, hee faw a-furious Lyon come forth with ſtaring 
looke, and having three or foure times ſtrucken the earth with his 
tayle, began to thruſt forth his great foresfect, and to open his pawes, 
as if hee would ſhew him what death hee was to dic; But Ligdewes 
ſcein p well there was no ſafctic but in his valour, as ſoone as hee ſaw 
him riſe yp, he caſt his ponyard fo fitly at him, that he planted it in 
his Romacke cucn to the haft; wherewith the Beaſt being touched ar 


the heart , fell downe dead preſently. The cry of the people was

Now this traycor Lipandes,as ſoone as 1 was gone, made Life bee 


put apgaine into priſon more (traitly then before,and when hee com- 
Plaincd andreproched him for breach of promiſe which he had made 


.me; heanſwered, he promiſed to ſcthimat libertie, but he told him 


not when,and that it ſhould be within 20, yeares,vnletſe ic were wich 
a condition which he propounded;which was to wotk ſo,that I would 
commit my {elf priſpnerin his place, and fo I ſhould pay theranſome 
of his libertie with loſle of mincowne. Litiar thfwveted him, ſohee

And when Lidas ſet before his cycs his faith forſworne : I haue 


Combarc, but hauing long time promiſed the Lords of Normandy to 
maiotaine luſtice, am I not more bound'to the former, then to the 
latter promile ? 

The former dayes palled ouer without any heed taking: bur ſeeing 
I heard no newes of him, I ſent a man to enquire for him.. By him 
knew the malice of Lipender and the terme that hee had giuen : and 
though I well fore-ſaw all the cruclties and all the indignitics which 
one might receive, yet did [ reſolue to free Lidiar out of ſuch hands, 
hauing nothing ſo deare to.me as his conſeruation z and by fortune, - 
the day that ”-_ tooke me, I was going thicher.

Now during all theſe things, the peore Ligdemer hath becn more 
tormented for L141as, then may well be told : for being priſoner in 
the hands of the Normens, he was taken for Lidzarzand as loone con- 
demned to death, {/z4aman ſo wrought, that Meroxe ſent them two 
Heralds ac Armes,to let then! know how they deceiued themiclues : 
but the alſurance which Lepandas had newly giuen them, made them 
paile it otter, without giuing credit to Aferowe, SO behold Ligdamon 
put into the Cage of the Lyon3, where it is ſaid hee did more then a 
man might doe : but wichout doubt he had dyedzhad it not been that 
a very faire Lady had demaunded him for Husband. T he cultome 
which perimits it to be ſo,ſaued him for that time, but ſhortly after hee 
dyed: for louing $5/wy with ſuchan affeRtion, that it would not ſuffer 
him to marry any other then her,hee rather made choile of a Tombe, 
then that faire Dame : ſo that when they would marry himyhe poy fo- 
ned himſelfe; and ſhe that belecued it was indeed L:dras,who hereto- 
forc had loucd her ſo dearely, poyſoned her ſclfe allo with the ſame 
potion.

miſed,replyed the Nymph, that I ſhould inquire into your life pailed; 


and that which I could find you might doe for me,you would doe it ? 
and hee anſwering it was true, Well Celedon, continued ſhe, I haue 
done that which you willed me; and though they paint Love blind, 
yet hath it left me lighe ynough to know, that truely you are to conti- 
nue the loue which you haue ſo often Rs fo be eternall to your 
Afea; for the prectſencile of Love will not permit a man tobe either 


forſworne or vnfaithfull. And fo though one have vicd you hardly, 


yet muſt not you fayle in your duties for another mans error will ne. 


Then louethe faire and happy Aſtrea with as 
much affeRion and linceritic as you cuer loued her, ierue her, adore.

ſuffering his owne death , and much rather, that of loofing by his 
death chat faire Idea which hee hd, of Afiree-in his heart , without 
doubt he-would hauc becne glad :{o.to end the fad courſe of his life, 
But ſceing himſclte fo re{trayned, he gacs to the Wallet,w hich Lege 
ride had well furniſhed , the prouilion whereof Jalted him many 
dayes, for he did cate as lictle as:he could. Ac laſt, he was forced to 
runNne tov hearbes,and to the.rootes that were molt tender. He found 
not farre off a *Fountaine , which abounded with Water. Crelles, 
which was his moſt certaine and delicious faode : for knowing 


where to finde that with which he mighe live, he employed his time 
bur on his ſad choughts , and they.gaue him {ſo faichfull companie, 


chat as they could not be without him, ſo no more could he be withe 


out them, : 
So long as the day laſted, if he ſaw no body about his little Lod- 


ging, he would walke along on the grauell, and there he often engra« 


ſometimes his cypher and Afreas, and when-hee alighted on them 
interlaced together, ſuddenly he would deface them, and fay, Thou , 
deceiuelt thy ſelife Ce/adoy, this is no more the ſeaſon that theſe cy= / 

hers were allowed thee: The more conſtant thou art, the more ro 
thy diſaduancage ate all things changed. Deface, deface miſerable 
man , that rs tcltimonie of thy good time patled : and if 
thou wilt ſer downe With thy cypher that which pleaſes her molt, ſe

With ſuch ſpeeches Celadoy reprehended himſelfe, if at any time | 
he forget; himiſelfe in his thoughts.
